Company was lost in speculation in New 
York interest is centered in the question as 
to how it was possible for him to conceal his 
stealings from the company for nine years 
and get 10 per cent of the entire surplus 
fund before being discovered. 

The late developments show that not only 5 
Moore, but men who were in his employ, 
were, with his knowledge, doing a little steal- 
ing on their own account. hen property 
owned by the company was repaired or im- 
proved they would arrange with the con- 
tractor for the work to add 15 to 25 per cent 
to the bill, which would be deducted by them 
from the payments, and in this way many 
thousands of dollars were secured, of which 
it is impossible for the company to now nud 
any trace. A contractor to whom such a 
Se te piety was made reported the matter to 

oore and never received any response. 

When Moore failed in 1878 for several hun- 
dred thousand dollars he was largely in- 
debted to the company, but it is supposed 
that an arrangement was made by which he 
shouid pay his indebtedness in installments. 
The officers of the company soon afterwards 
must have known something of Moore’s 
queer method. An Indianapolis man pro- 
cured a $10,000 loan from the company. He 
drew $7,000 of it, and Moore told him that 
the other $3,000 had not been sent. The bor- 
rower wrote to the company, and through 
the correspondence that followed it was dis- 
closed that Moore from the beginning had

WHY NOT CHICAGO? 

President Andrew D. White has been con- 
tributing to a review a series of articles en- 
titled The Need of Another University.” 
He finds that until twenty-five years ago an 
American, university was a simple thing. 
Apart from a few. outlying professional de- 
partments it consisted generaily of the col- 
lege proper, in Wilen the great mass of 
students were carried willingly or unwilling 
ly through the same simple single course, 
without the slightest regard for differences 
in them of aims, tastes, or gifts. The 
minds of the students were supposed to be 
developed in the same manner as the livers of 
the geese at Strasburg—every day sundry 
spoonfuls of the same mixture forced down 
all throats alike.” This system had not the 
advantages of the tu practice of the 
English universities or of the. professorial 
teaching of the German universities. Prof. 
White's description of this sort of university 
must be admitted moderate. Prof. James 
Bryce found a university in our latitude in 
which the advantages were somewhat more 
restricted. The name of the President of the 
institution was Johnson. He descanted to 
Bryce on the intentions which the faculty of 
the university had; and made so many com- 
placent allusions to faculties that Bryce 
asked him how many professors composed 
his staff. Well,“ said Johnson, at pres- 
ent we have not as many as I should like to 
have. At present the faculty consists of 
Johnson and myself.“ ! N 

Prof. White is of opinion that there should 
be another university, and that the place to 
found itis Washington. That does not ap- 
pear as obviously true as the need of another 
University. There are already more in the 
East than are necessary or prosperous. We 
need afew inthe West. We do not want 
any more ot the Johnsonian type. There is 
no good reason why Western boys should 
continue to go East for college or university 
training as uniformly as boys and young 
men in colonial days went to England to get 
their higher education. A great step for- 
ward in National resclution and intelligence 
was taken when the sons of colonists were 
able to get in New York City college train- 
ing with American flavor. The time spent 
ty Alexander Hamilton and Gouverneur 
Morris at Kings College in New York (now 


Columbia) doubtless converted hereditary 


aristocrats and royalists into Republicans. 
It is tame that the West escaped the bondage 


of the East in culture and erected within its 


own confines institutions of higher learning 
in which the broader, healthier, purer, and 
more vigorous spirit of the younger portion 
of the Republic shall find natural and bene- 
ficial vent. 5 

Chicago possesses every advantage which 
Washington can boast for the site of a true 
university. ‘It is free from that doubtful 
association of the lobby and the caucus with 
which Washington is infested. it has room 
for growing great men. It is not tinctured 
with ancient and moldy prejudices. A uni- 
versity might be established here in which 
its leading minds would be unhampered in 
applying to education the wisdom gathered 
from the experiments of the old as well 
as the new world. White deplores the de- 
crepitude of Columbia. He forgets that 
the same restrictive traditions which 
have kept it back would soon find 
recognition in a community like that 
of Washington. There ought to be 
a great National University in New York. 
There cannot be until tne vestiges of inher- 
ited scholastic Toryism are driven out of Co- 
lumbia. Meanwhile the soil of Chicago is 
virgin. Let us have the new university here, 
where it can be free from its intancy, where 
the vigor of the West can be int used into it, 
and where the aspirauons of American Re 
publicanism are more uplifting than in the 
effete East. 

Many Western boys have gone to Cornell 
to enjoy the benefits of Prof. White’s guid- 
ance. Why should he not come West to the 
youth who would gather about him in far 
greater numbers!

Deducting piers 
and abutments there un but a scanty 
hundred. The current there would have to 


be about three miles. At Adams street it | 


would be over three miles, and at Jackson 

where the water space is but ninety- 
three feet, the velocity would have to be still 
greater. The river seems wide at State 
street, but deducting abutments end centre 
pier there are but 195 feet of water space, 
and but 151 of that available for vessels. 
South of Jackson street the river gradually 
narrows and becomes „more crooked to the 
entranee of the canal. 

Now have the amateur fresh water sailors 
of Lawson’s sheets the least idea of the con- 
dition of things that would result from a 
860,000 cubic feet @ minute current running 
past those South Branch bridges with the 
velocities which wouid follow the adoption 
of their visionary schemes? It would be like 
unto having a score of millraces in the dis- 
tance of four miles and expecting steam and 
sail vessels to shoot them, or to force their 
way to the lake against the rush of a spring 
freshet. There would be a suck and a swirl 
at each bridge. The waters cieft by the 
centre piers would rush past the obstruction, 


shooting off to the right and left, and form 


an eddy below. There would be sluggish 
backwater along the docks just above the 
bridges, but a whirlpool in midstream. Have 
the amateur engineers, including Hurd, ever 
stood on the banks of a navigable stream 
when a torrent is running by, and watched a 
versel shoot a bridge If not they should 
do so at the earliest possible moment, and 
then reflect on their present proposition. 
Will the vesselmen kindly imagine the main 
river and the South Branch a succession of 
whirlpools and eddies with a bridge to be 
hot every two blocks? What sort of naviga- 
tion do they think we would have in that 
narrow ehannel when propellers and sailing 
vessels, held back by two or more tugs, were 
rushing between centre pier and abutment? 
And yet with sucha condition of affairs as 
this in the South Branch we would have but 
barely_haif the quantity of water that the 


News is clamoring for. To have it all it would 


be necessary to remodel the South Branch 
and make it lke the Lachine Rapids. 

If these figures do not open the eyes of the 
sufferers from water on the brain they must 
be beyond hope of cure, aud the sooner the 
State builds a new insane asylum the better. 
The inmates wül be ready. And bear in 
mind, too, they confess their flood and vor- 
tex currént would still only furnish about 
half the volume which they demand. How 
is the other half of the 600,000 cubic feet to 
be got across the city? 


CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

Every Socialist writer or speaker, from 
Kari Marx down, has but two strings to his 
bow—the glorification of labor and the de- 
nunciation of capital. One-is flattered and 
praised, the other abused and threatened 
with destruction. But stripped of sophisms 
their plea is for present labor, while their as- 
saults are made on past or saved labor. Pres- 
ent labor alone is to be protected, cherished, 
and codd led by law, Past labor, in the form 
of its preserved results called capital, is to 
be confiscated, annihilated, and treated as a 
public enemy. The Socialists tell the laborer 
of today that he is a slave, to be emanci- 
pated by the abolition of capital. | 

What is capital but the preserved labor of 
the past which is employed to aid the labor 
of today in reproduction, and which, 1f not 
destroyed or confiscated, will foster the labor 
of the future? Where the labor of thie hands 
orof the brain has given to raw materiala new 
form which makes it of more use or value to 
man, and that product is in turn used for the 
conversion of more raw material into forms 
which make it better adap to the uses 
and comfort of mankind, then it becomes 
what the Socialists denounce as capital.“ 
But capital is only preserved iabor—the prod 
uct of labor not consumed or wasted or de- 
stroyed. It is labor applied to materials which 
is saved over and above what was con- 
sumed. Why then is not that preserved 
labor as much entitled to protection and re- 
gard as present labor? Why should it not 
stand on the same footing with it, not merely 
In the eyes of the political ecohomist and of 
tus jaw, but in those of the Socialist, who 
claims strangely and absurdly that capital is 
the deadly enemy of the workingman. 

Naturally voters hke to be told about elec- 
tion time that they are the supports of the 
universe; that their fathers were of no con- 
sequence, and that their children need not be 
bothered about—that their chief business is to 
have a lazy, beery life, and let the world take 
care of itself. But if those who are now 
laboring were to reflect they would see that 
their benefactors are not the squandering 
hand to mouth Socialists, but the preservers 
of labor and the labor-saving inventors. The 
first of these have preserved the products of 
labor little by little, ana it has become the 
industrial plants of today, for as capital 
is preserved labor so is it the “plant” 
which enables the world to carry on 
to better advantage from year to year 
that change of raw material into 
more useful forms, which is the end and 
aim of all human labor. The second of 
these, Dy enabling one man todo what re- 
quired ten men before, has lessened the la- 
bor of the worker and has added to his re-

not exceeding two miles an hour, how 
can it be fed through the South Branch 
without destroying the navigation of that 
stream? Their iast attempt at solution was 
that the ‘width of the South Branch 
from the forks to the canal mouth was 190 
feet; that if it were deepened to sixteen feet 
and given a flow of a mile and a third an 
hour, which they admitted was about the 
limit of safe navigation, it would farnish 
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against them by the senior Democratic organ. 
Twice during the last week they have tried 
to bring the case at issue to a speedy hear- 
ing in the courts, and on both occasions the 
accusers have adopted the tactics and policy 
ofdelay. The plea made in answer to the 
charge of libel in the case first brought by 
the officers, strange to say, is a general one. 
There is no attempt at justification of the 
charges in the court, though in the journal 
publishing the alleged libels it'is vaunted 
day after day that thé charges can be sub- 
stantiated. Then why not substantiate 
them? Or, better still, why not give the offi- 
cers a chance to disprove them by pleading 
justification, joining issue at once, and pro- 
ceeding to a hearing? When the maligne@offi- 
cers asked yesterday that the trial be set for 
an early hearing the accusers again entered 
dilatory motions. There is no disposition on 
their part to speed the trial, such as might 
be expected from persons who speak so con- 
fidently of their ability to prove the charges. 
This will not strike the public as fair on the 
part of the conductors of the senior organ. 
They make their accusations, hut when 
challenged to make them good they 
seek refuge in excuses, technicalities, and 
dilatory motions, The excuse for delay yes- 
terday was that the trial of the civil suit 
would disclose the nature of thé defense in 
the criminal case. But the answer to this is, 
that if the civil suit should fail the criminal 
suit would fail with it. This is true techni- 
cally and generally. Should Schaack or 
Bonfield fail to prove his case in the civil 
court, he would be forced to retire from 
the public service at once and would not 
dare to appear in the Criminal Court to pros- 
ecute, even if the technical law did not bar 
him, 

Now the accusers stand in the light of fail- 
ing to make good their charges in the courts, 
though challenged to do se. They have also 
refused to present evidence to make an ex- 
parte prima facie case before a committee of 
prominent citizens. They have declined 
Mayor Roche’s proposition to submit their 
evidence to Mr. O. W. Potter, a leading em- 
ployer, popular with the workingmen, whose 
confidence and respect he possesses; to the 
leader of the Democrats in the Common 
Council, and to the senior Republican Alder- 
man. The Mayor was willing to stipulate 
that if on such ex-parte statement the ac- 
cusers made a good prima facie case against 
the accused officers the latier would be sus- 
pended or dismissed. He even stipulated 
that the accused officers should not be exam- 
ined in defense lest they should learn some- 
what of the natgre of the evideace. | 

When people of average intelligence come 
to consider this case calmly and dispassion- 
ately, even though they may have been pre}- 
udiced against either officer or both, they 
must come to the conciusion that Mayor 
Roche is right in sustaining them, and that 
it would not be proper for him to suspend or 


discharge them on vague charges which the 


accusers refusé to support by any testimony 
whatever, either in the ordinary courts or 
before arbitratérs. The Mayor could not 
have acted otherwise than he has without 
justifying the accusation that he yielded to 
partisan clamor. He has left the officers to 
their own d tion in the matter. It is for 
them to say how they shall meet the charges 
and how they shall act in relation to the pu 

lic whose servants they are. 7 


THE MEETING OF RAILROAD ‘“GENTLE- 
MEN.” 

The suspense with which the result of the 
“gentiemen’s meeting now in session in 
this city has been awaited by the financial 
interests in the East might convey the im- 
pression that the commercial salvation of the 
country depended upon the action of the new 
„ gentlemen's association and that after it 
had come to a conclusion the railroads would 
have nothing to do except to clip off coupons 
and deciare large dividends on their watered 
stocks. The meeting has not yet conciuded 
its labors, and it is by no means certain that 
the agreement will he adopted, as there are 
two or three roads, which are disinclined 
to become members of the association un- 
less liberal concessions are made to them: 
Sufficient progress has been made, however, 
to indicate that these great expectations will 
not be realized, and in fact that the condi- 
tion of affairs will be but little improved by 
The revised 
agreement is like the house built on sand. It 
is built on quicksand and is certain to topple 
over “when the rain begins to descend and 
the floods come and the winds biow and 
beat upon the structure. It was the origi- 
nalintention of Jay Gould and his friends— 
gentlemen bankers—to compass the 
formation of a gigantic trust or pool- 
ing scheme by which the manage- 
ment of all the roads between Chi- 
cago and the Rocky Mountains should 
be placed in the hands of a board: of three 


experienced“ gentlemen whom they could 


control. By this means they hoped to avert 
the financial rain that stares them in the 
face and make the strong and well managed 
lines which have always paid dividends on 
their stock subsidiary to the squeezed out 
and topheavy concerns in which they are 
interested. The men who control the strong 
ana solvent lhnes west from Chicago, how- 
ever, refused to go into the trap. They de- 
clared their willingness to join in any lawful 
movement that promised to bring about a 
reform in Western railroad management, but 
declired to have anything to do with Gould 
& Co.’s uulaweul and dubious schemes. Not 
veing able to coerce the Western “gentlemen” 
into an acceptance of their schemes, the 
Eastern 
thing, and submitted to the dictation of the 
former. Consequently the original pooling 
and trust schemes were abandoned, and an 
agreement was framed in New York, known 
as the gontlemen's agreement of Jan. 1, 
1889.“ which provides for an association of 
Presidents to control the subordinate associa- 
tions and see toit that uniform rates are main- 
tained in conformity with the Inter-State 
Commerce law. This agreement was sub- 
mitted to the Presidents of the twenty-one 
Western roads, who had to sign it before it 
was to become binding and effective. It re- 
ceived the signatures of seventeen out of the 
twenty-one roads. Of the other four, three 


“gentlemen”? did the next best | 
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their business the same as heretofore, and 
the only point gained by the adoption of the 
gentiemen’s agreement is to create 6 
supreme organization to whom matters 
of dispute which the minor associa- 
tions are unable to adjust will 
be referred for arbitration—the Arbitration 
Board to consist.of the Chairman of the gen- 
eral association and two of the Chairmen of 
the minor associations. The question of mak- 
ing rates is left with the roads as heretofore, 
and they may compete for business in any 
manner they may see fit without interfer- 

ce from the general association. The 
rates will be the same as provided in the 
agreement of the various Western associa- 
tions until a point is reached where a man- 
agér refuses to approve of the rates that any 
of the roads may propose to make. Then 
the matter is to be referred to the Arbitra- 
tion Board, If the latter has decided the 
case and the road still insists upon 
putting in effect its previously anngunced 
rate, notwithstanding the.arbitration is 
against it, it may do so by giving ten days’ 
notice. It will therefore be seen that com- 
petition or reductions in rates cannot be pre- 
vented by the new agreement, and rate wars 
promise to beof as frequent occurrence as 
under the old system. The question of 
territory is still under consideration. It is 
vo take in all business which has origin or 
destination in the States of IUinois, Iowa, 
Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota, and the Territories of 
Utah, Wyoming, New Mexico, and Montana, 
except Pacific Coast business, Texas business, 
and business passing between points north of 
the Ohio River and points south of tne Ohio 
River, both of which are east of the Missis- 
sippi River. j 


ENGLISH BREAD TRUST. 

The most formidable trust that has yet been 
organized is one to control the prices of 
flour and bread all over a large part of Eu- 
gland. The district embraced in the opera- 
tions of this trust includes the northeastern 
part of the island, between the Tweed and 
the Humber, comprising the populous towns 
ot Newcastle, Shields, Sunderland, Hartle- 
pool, Middieborough, Darlington, York, 
Whitby, Scarborough, and Hull. It is under- 
stood that nearly all the millers within this 
district have signified their assent to the 
scheme, and that a capital of $2,500,000 is now 
being raised for the purpose of carry- 
ing it out. The project is to buy 
wheat in bulk direct from the ship 
or the home farmer and send it to the differ- 
ent mills, each of which will have its own 
area to supply, and will be aided by ali the 
power of the syndicate in keeping others out 
of its field, the fundsof the concern being 
used to undersell in case of attempted com- 
petition from outside. The intention 18 
claimed to be to keep-the price to the con- 
sumer down to within a few cents per sack 
of what it would be otherwise on the same 
wheat basis, the bulk of the profit coming 
out of che expenses of sale and distribution 
now incurred. These items of saving are 
estimated to amount to about25 cents per 
sack of 280 pounds. As the con- 
sumption in the whole district to be 
controlied is estimated at full 35,000 sacks 
per week, the profit would be in 
the neighborhood of $500,000 per annum. Alt 
is claimed to be comparatively easy to estab- 
lish and maintain the contemplated monopo- 
ly, as the district is so bounded as to permit 
effectual guarding both by sea and land, the 
chief thing depended on being the cost of 
carriage from other points. It does not seem 
that any one has yet suggested the possibili- 
ty of the scheme and the schemers being sat 
down upon vigorously by the English law, as 
they surely would be if it could be proved 
that the combination caused a permanent 
rise in the price of bread to the consumer. 
Probably the greatest opposition will come 
from the farmers of Northumberland, Dur- 
ham, and Yorkshire, who are menaced with 
dictation by one customer, fixing its own 
prices for their produce. They could raise a 
powerful opposition if united, and would 


have a concentrated backing from the land- 


lords, except those of them who might be 
connected with the trust. The farmers al- 
ready find it difficult to pay the rent and 
taxes imposed on occupants of the land, and 
the aristocrats would consider themselves 
called upon to protect their own interests in 
helping the tenants to struggle against such 
a monopoly? 


DECORATED FARMERS. 

The Provincial Government of, Quebec has 
taken upon itself the somewhat novel and 
curious responsibjlity of creatinga special 
aristocratic order among the Kanuck farmers 
by the conferring of biue, yellow, or red 
ribbons, according to their merit, the deco- 
rations to be given by the Government itseif. 
M. Mercier of the Ministry, ig his speech 
alluding to the decorated farmier, says: “A 
law will be passéd to reward farmers who 
distinguish themselves most, without dis- 
tinction of race or party, and this will create 
an agricultural aristocracy.” It is to be 


„known as “ POrdre de Mérite Agricole de la 


Province de Quebec,” and will comprise three 
classes of farmers. The highest will be 
known as the Tres grand mérite,” the next 
as Grand mérite,” and the tnird simply as 
“* Méfite,”’ though each one in his class will 
have a medal, with the Goddess of Agricult- 
ure on it, huug on his manly breast by a rib- 
bon, the color of which will specify to which 
class he belongs. 

The scheme is a novel one and the purpose 
aimed at by the Provincial Government— 
namely: to inspire competition, arouse ambi- 
tion, and develop an idea of superiority—is 
laudible enough, but the most dengerous 
feature of it is the creation of a class dis- 
tinction in a certain line of industry. In the 
professions it is recognized as something in- 
evitable. Preachers, poets, and professors 
take ripbons and medals and add alphabet- 
ical tails to their names, sometimes of splen- 
did and imposing lengths. But even in these 
professions itis apt to awaken envy and en- 
gender ridicule, and now and then blasts as 
mocking as those of Thackeray or as sav- 
age as those of Daudet when he deals with 
the French Immortals. Farmers do not take 
kindly to aristocracy or class distinction. 
They are democraticin their ideas, and we 
may be pretty sure if any of their number 
are found following the piow, feeding the 
cattle, or even visiting the cities arrayed in 
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Quebec Government might spur up compe- 
tion by some scheme like our own.

sion of the resources of that secuon. But as 
laborers and producers the negroes of 
the South are valuable not only to them- 
selves. and their section, but in a; more than 
ordinury degree to the entite country. The 
negroes of the South are the producers of 
the great cotton crop so largely exported to 
Europe. Before the rebellion cotton was 
king,“ because it was the only product large- 
ly exported—the only one that could be 
depended upon to prevent a ruinous balance 
of trade st the United States. Now 
that the fron of Western and Northwest- 
ern agricultural products are falling off and 
the balance of trade 1s turning against the 
United States the deticit would cramp the 
country and derange its finances in a twelve- 
month if it were not so. largely offset by the 
cotton exports pruduced by Southern negro 
labor. The laborers who produce the cotton 
are warding off a disastrous adverse balance 
of trade and helping in an extraordinary de- 
gree to prevent gold drains to Europe and a 
consequent muney famine. It is this valuable 
class of wealth producers that Gen. Harri- 
son pertinently styles the disfranchised 
workingmen of the South.” 

The patience and docility of the Southern 
negroes as laborers, their steady advance in 
education and away from the darkness of 
slavery, and their persisteat efforts to im- 
prove their condition can only be regarded 
as remarkable when their environments are 
considered. Reckoned from the starting 
point their progress is, really extraordinary. 
It may be doubted whether any people ever 
made more rapid advances in the course of 
the first quarter of a century after their re- 
lease from a condition of chattel slavery. 
Making their way forward in the face of dis- 
heartening discouragement and difficulties 
“the disfranchised workingmen of the 
South” are today a law-abiding, laborious, 
faithful class peculiarly valuable to the coun- 
try as wealth producers anc supporters of 
National prosperity. What would have been 
their progress if allowed the encouragement 
of full and free political rights? 

That the Southern negroes are of such 
great economic value to the country must be 
attributed largely to the fact that they have 
felt some of the incentives of freedom and 
have had before them a steacy hope of bet- 
ter days. Had they been surrendered abso- 
luteiy to the mercy of their former masters 
and been subjected to the barbarous peon- 
age and vagrant laws enactea in the South- 
ern States after the war they could scarcely 


have advanced a step beyond the condition 


of slaves. Mere emancipation could have 
done them little good without some of the in- 
centives of freedom. As mere laborers or 
wealth producers they would doubtless have 
done better in the capacity of slaves than as 
men nominally free but without the real ad- 
vantages of hberty and without hope of bet- 
tering their condition. They have had such 
hope owing to the persistent fight made tor 
them by the Republican party. Their Doug- 
lasses, Langstons, Lynches, and Smallses have 
been able to keep before them the promisé of 
brighter days and urge them to practice m- 
dustry and economy, and especially to edu- 
cate their children and fit them for citizen- 
ship. > 

To the extent that the Southern negroes 
bave enjoyed the advantages and incentives 
which have spurred them on it has been ow- 
ing to the Republican party. Now tua tne 
Republican party is commg into control of 
the Government it must find some way to 
perform an imperative duty and see. that im 
every part of the South the full advantages 
and incentives of National citizenship are 
secured to the workingmen now disfran- 
chised in that secuon. For the sake of justice 
and equal rights, for the good of the freed- 
men, for the benefit of the South itself, and 
the advantage of the whole country, the hove 
that has been held out to “ the disfranchised 
workingmen of the South” must be made 
good and the political advantages and in- 
centives promised them must be secured in 
full measure. The interests of the North 
demand it as well as the well-being of tne 
blacks.

Mrs. Ehza T. Morgan said the Trade and 
Labor Assembly wanted every child to go to 
school forty weeks in the year in order to 
keep them off the street. Bishop Fallows 
said that nothing should be attempted that 
was not practical. He proposed sixteen to 
twenty weeks, with six to eight weeks con- 
secutively. Mrs. Brown said they ought to 
consider the needs of the children, not the 
desires of the legisiators. Mr. A. C. Story 
said that it would be impossible to enforce 
attendance forty weeks in tne year in the 
rural districts. Mr. Morse said that inas- 
much as it was proposed to prohibit the labor 
of children under 12 years aitogether, those 
chiidren should attend longer than those 
over 12 years. Mr. Henry Greenebaum said 
his ideal was an education uir- 
ing attendance all the year, from 
the kindergarten upwards. Mr. Ham 
said that twenty-five hence they 
would all biush at their present timidity. 
The principal thing was education in the 
cities, for it was the cities that shaped the 
civilization of the country. He wanted the 
kinder received into the public school 
system ultimately. 

Col. F. W. Parker said that three things 
were required. First, to find out the names 
of the children who did not attend any school 

: the names of ail who attended 
private schools; third, those who attended 
the public schools. Those who did not attend 
any schooi should be considered first, then 
those who were sent to school but played 
truant. The truantofficcr must be a remark- 
able officer,a man of large discrimination, 
plenty of humanity, and pienty of firmness. 
Probably 99 per cent of the chiidren could be

In the Sohetraction of sea-going “torpedo 
boats Germany early set an example to other 
Powers. Nearly a dozen years ago she had 

the Ziethen built on the Thames for a dis- 
patch and torpedo boat. The Ziethen has a 
28 of the Prat knots, as have also the Blitz 
Pfeil, more recently built in Ger- 
ratty Pies others have since’been launched 
at Bremen having a displacement of 855 tons 
each and fifteen knots s and the latest 
—the Greif—has shown a trial speed of nine- 
teen knots. In 1885 the German Admiralty 
reported fifty-eight torpedo boats completed, 
of which foorty-three were over 100 feet long, 
and since that time large additions of these fast 
small steamers have been made to the German 
fleet. As their transportation across the At-

He keeps thoroughly posted on the 
political and social questions of the times, 
and when he and the little Cardinal put their 
heads together over a church problem they 
never fail to solve it in a manner satis- 
factory to their superior autkority in Rome, 
and of advantage to the church in this coun- 
tr

At one time both Dr. Foley and the Rev. 
Alfred E. Curtis were assistants to the Arch- 
bishop, but two years ago Dr. Curtis was 
crea a Bishop and sent to the Diocese of 
Deleware. The Cardinal then persuaded Dr. 
Foley to 45 a Bishopric, witu the under- 
standing, it now reported, that in good 
time he would be transferred 'to the Cardia- 
al’s 13 as Coadjutor Bishop. Had the Car- 
dinai immediately appointed Bishop Foley 
coadjutor it might have causeda feeling of 
disappointment, if not of jealousy, among 
many other able priests of this diocese and 
particularly those who are members of tae 
Cardinal’s household. While the Cardinal’s 
looks indicate the strain upon him, those as- 
sociuted with him say he works harder than 
ever.

MISUSE OF ADJECTIVES FOR NOUNS. 


Redundant Terminals Which Ought to Be 
Lopped Off, 

Why should its faculty advertise it as a 
Musical College when it is an institucion 
devoted exclusively to music? They mean 
“Music College.“ A musical college would 
be an institution of miscellaneous learning. 
in which the students and professors were 
fond of music and accustomed to indulge 
their taste for it. Why should a university 
have an ‘electrical department,” when it is 
in fact a department of electricity? An elec- 
trical department would be a department in 
which, for some reason or other, students or 
facuity, or both, were electrified. Why 
should a number of lawyers banded to- 
gether for tbe yg ne of law mat- 
ters call themselves a gal Society when 
in fact tney may not ee legal at 
all! Thetrs is a law society hy should a 
school for training lads in various industries 
be calied a technical school, when, in truth, 
itaims at practical instruction, as free as 
possible from technicalities? It should be 
cailed a school of technic. That is the word 
that properiy describes the purpose of such 
ascheol. Why should teachers assemble in 
an educational con vention when it is im- 
ply an education convention! An agricult- 
ural college is another misnamed concern. It 
is an agriculture college. Why should paint- 
ers form an “artistic association,” when in 
sobriety and candor there may not be an 
artistic brush in the lot, although they might 
designate themselves an artist society! 

It will not do, however, to Say that a liter- 
ary society should be a literature society. 
They mean different things. Tnere may be 
a body of literary people without literature: 
and another body might be a literature so- 
ciety without having a literary person in the 
ranks. A medical society, on the other hand, 
is a misnomer: but a medicine society would 
also be a misnomer. It shouid be a society 
of doctors of medicine. So Architectural 
League is a misnomer; it is composed of 
men, and men are not architectural. 
it should be called an Architects’ League. 
An Architectural Sketch Club is all right be- 
cause it is devoted to sketching architectural 
subjects. The signification of the noun and 
adjective from the same root is often curious- 
ly distinct. A writer of romance is not often 
aromantic writer, while a romantic writer 
need never write romance to justify the epi- 
thet. Soa poets’ society might not be in the 
slightest degree a poetic society,s while a

society might be intensely poetic without 


| having a poet im it. 


The misuse of the adjective for the noun 
employed as an adjective is a survival of an- 
other erroneous etymology, that of the re- 
dundant terminal in many adjectives. Do- 
mestic used to be domestical. Arabic used 
to be Arabical. Ruskin used artistical in his 
„Political Economy.“ published only thirty 
years ago. The microscopical and anatom- 
ical structure of fat“ was learnedly dis- 
cussed in a volume printed only fifty years 
2 We have properiy dropped a redund- 

t terminal in apostolic. There is no 

reason for retaining it in evangelical. 

‘he evolution of English * — on steadily 
and unobserveaiy; only when changes are 
accomplished are they discovered. As, in 
the modification of species or varieties under 
artificial conditions, false and transitory 
forms are produced which disappear when 
the natural environment is restored, so er- 
rors in English are propagated for a time by 
accidental causes, but in time they are spon- 
taneousiy corrected. The misuse of the ad- 
jective and the redundant terminal syllable 
are due to the temporary and forced infiu- 
ence of Latin and French. English being es- 
sentially Teutonic in structure, this artificial 
modification is gradually disappearing under 
a restoration of ‘Teutonic influence which 
supplies the correct principles of English 


speech. 

Dictionaries are the periodical Domesday 
Books of language. They do not undertake 
to set barriers in the way of errors. They 
only record the Teachers should do what 
the dictionaries point out ought to be done. 
Chiidren should be taught to use noun forms 
wherever possibie to the exclusion of adject- 
ive forms; and the redundant terminal 
which lags superfluous on so many adjectives 
shoula be lopped off. Correct usage would 
an end to the artificial and spurious 
variatior in a year or two.

After spending three months abroad 
I returned, and from Montreal went west to 
Banff Hot Springs, arriving there the day 
that McGarigle made his escape from Sheriff 
Matson. While at Banff Carter Harrison 
came there on his trip around the worid. 
He was the first Chicago man I 
had set eyes upon since leaving home 
and I could hardly keep from speaking to 
him, but 1 knew it would not do to exvose 
myself, so I went off into the mountains and 
remained there until after Carter went away. 
About a year ago I came to Vancouver and 
have lived here most of the time since, mak- 
ing occasional trips down the road or over to 
Victoria, and amusing myself chiefly by 
hunting and fishing.

While quite a pumber 
of Chicago men have been up this way I have 
seen but few of tnem, as I have wanted to 
bury myself from the world as much as pos- 
sible and thus avoid any further notoriety. 

VISITED BY OLD FRIENDS.

“Still I have made up my mind to return, 
and now expect to reach Chicago the latter 
part of March. When I went away I said 
that if I lived and regained health and 
strength I would return at the end of two 
years. The time will be up March 20, and as 
Jam now in better health than I ever have 
be@h I shall go back, surrender myself, and 
stand trial. When the evidence is beard 
I believe that the people of Chicago 
will not condemn me 80 severely 
as they did two years ago. Not that I want 
to pose as an innocent and injured man—far 
from it—for I made mistakes and did that 
which no honest man, and least of alla public 
official, could ever excuse himself for. The 
only plea Icah make in my own behalf is 
that I, after being a good citizen of Chicago 
for more than thirty years and all that time 


leading a strictly honest life, suffered my- 


self at the solicitation of a friend to be 
drawn into politics. That was my first 
great mistake and from then on mistakes 
followed mistakes in rapid successioa.

About to Become the Godfather of a 
New and Perfected Race of Americans 
—He Will Establish a Home for Orphans. - 


R. TANNER, the great 
and only Dr. Tanner, 
who went to New 
York City in 1880 and 
demonstrated that a 
man can live forty 
days on air, water, 
and newspaper noto- 
riety, is in the city. 
The good doctor is 
now the prophet, 
evange!l, and advance 
agent of a new and 
improvea Order of 
Ameri can Citizens to 
be developed on the 

fertile plains of the great Southwest in ac- 
cordance with the principles of Tannerian 
philosophy. 

For some years subsequent to his marvel- 
ous fea. of fasting the doctor remained in 
the comparative obscurity afforded by the 
lecture platform, but a scheme for the eleva- 
tion of humanity was slowly taking shape in 
his mind, and in 1884 he proceeded to take 
the necessary steps to put it into operation.

COL. BOLTON IS STILL IN PRISON. 


The Pardon from President Cleveland Not 
Yet Received. 
Jotret, l., Jan. 26.—[Special.]—Col. Bol- 


ton is still here. The pardon from the Presi- 


dent has not yet been received. It is under- 
stood here that this pardon does not release 
him. It was granted in order to restore him 
to citizensbip when his term expires, which 
will be Feb. 10 next. The old man has a 
dread of seeing anything about himself in 
the papers and will not talk. He is enjoying 
better health now than for many years past. 
He has had an easy time in prison, having 
been acting as nurse in the hospital. 

[Col. W. H. Bolton, then Superintendent of 
second class matter at the Post-Office, and a son 
of Co man John T. Stuart were arrested 
Jan. 26, 1886, on a dual charge of conspiracy and 
embezzlement involving about 818.000. A gener- 
al inspection been in progress for two 
months previous by Inspector Kidder and the 
outcome of the examination in Bolton’s depart- 
ment was his arrest. All the newspaper mail in 
bulk ing out of Chicago passed through 
Col, lton’s hands.

Ives has always treated the 
dea that he was going to hand back any of 
his “earnings” as a huge joke, though lately 
he has been at some pains to live in a modest 
way, abandoning yachts, tandem teams, and 
the like. It seems a pity that he should be 
denied to Chicago. He's a rattling good fel- 
low, and his free-and-easy Robin Hood ideas 
on the subject of other people’s money would 
have soon given him a star reputation as one 
of the sights of the bustling Western eer 
olis. Still, he may come even yet. This is 
not the first time he has been arrested. The 
Cincinnati capitaliste who descend on him 
now have twice bad him arraigned in their 
own town’s courts with no result to his sor- 
row. Had he not been arrested today, so he 
says. he would have started for Chicago to- 
night.

END OF A STRANGE CAREER. 


An Old Woman Once Notorious Dies in a 
Maryland Hat. 

Baltimore American: Mme. Guinau, once a 
celebrated female beautifier or enameler of 
Paris, died in an old log hut, about six miles 
north of Catonsville, Wednesday last. Mme. 
Guinau, whose real name was Peynaud, or 
Peynard, used to carry on business as a per- 
fumer in the neighborhood of Paris. She 
advertised a peculiar treatment, warranted 
forever, and a large number of ladies, princi- 
pally of the aristocracy, whose personal at- 
tractions were fading, availed themselves 
of her skill Her process was to give 
one or two washes to her patient, which 
Drought out frightful ‘eruptions’ on the 
skin, then to decline to proceed 
further untila bargain was made and the 
money paid, terrifying her patient at the 
same time by assuring her that if the proc- 
ess ceased at the ticular stage to which it 
had been carried she would not be beautiful 
but hideous for the remainder of her exist- 
ence. Against one of them, the wife of an 
Admiral in the navy, Mme. Guinau brought 
an action for a breach of contract, ciaiming 
$3,000 as the price of restoration.“ The 
jury, however, gave a verdict against her, 
and her ili-success in this case, no doubt, 
was the cause of her future adventures. 
Nothing was heard of her until she 
figured in a remarkable case in 1569, 
in which Mrs. Brunaux charged her 
with obtaining money under false pretenses. 
Mrs. Brunaux was evidently a woman of 
weak intellect and undoubtedly of advanced 
fears; but on the strength of a promise from 

me. Guinau that the comeliness of youth 
should be restored to her and that she should 
marry a Duke she parted with over $8,000. A 
servant represented the Duke at several 
interviews and the lady was delighted, but 
her supplies of money gave out, and Mme. 
Guinau had the nardihood to have her ar- 
rested for a breach of contract. This led to 
a revelation of all the proceedings, and after 
a short trial Mme. Guinau was sentenced to 
five years in prison. She could not have 
been liberated more than a few months when 
she had won back many of her old custom- 
ers, and for some years continued driving 
a profitable business. In the winter of 1874 
she was again committed for trial on the 
vharge of obtaining $500 under faise pretenses 
from Mrs. S. J. Nichols, who had been in- 
duced to leave all her jewels in the woman’s 
bands in consideration of being rendered 
forever beautiful. Mrs. Nicholsiwas a mar- 
ried woman, about 24 years oid, and a daugh- 
ter of a celebrated singer, and the wife 
of a prosperous stock broker. She was put 
through a course of washes, lotions, and 
baths, represented by Mme. Guinau to ve 
enormously expensive, immediately after 
which the rash broke out on her face and 
compietely disfigured her. In this condition 
Mme. Guinau demanded more money, ana 
threatened that if it were not forthcoming 
she would discontinue the treatment, and 
thus the tient would be hideous for life. 
Terrified by these threats, Mrs. Nichols con- 
tessed all she had done to her husband. Be- 
coming exasperated at the part Guinau had 
paved in disfiguring his wife, he had her 

rought to trial. She was found guilty, but 
escaped from prison af serving several 
months of herterm. For months her where- 
abouts baffled the detective and police de- 
partments, and they finally gave her up for 
dead. During the period of her escape she 
had fied to a lonely and unfrequented part of 
France, where she remained almosta year, 
living quietly under an assumed name. She 
fast gained the confidence of all who came in 
contact with her, and the village was sur- 

rised one morning to hear that she had left 
or parts unknown. She went to the gay city 
of Paris again, but soon sailed for America, 
and landed in New York in 1875. For many 
days she endeavored to gain a practice in her 
art, but her endeavors were not crowned 
with the success she had anticipated, and be- 
coming weary and disgusted at the check- 
ered life she was leading she determined to 
make amends for the wrong sue had done. 
She sought the counsel of a priest, who ad- 
vised her to do penance and seek a life of 
retirement from the world.

A KANSAS WAR ON DRESSED BEEF. 


Three Bills Introduced Against the Kansas 
City Combine. 

Torka, Kas., Jan. 2.—[Special.|—The 
Senate nad before it today three bills relat- 
ing to the inspection of animals intended for 
food or meats. Senator Elliston of Atchison 
has presented the most radical measure, and 
the only one which is aimed at the dressed 
beef combine. It requires that all animals 
intended for slaughtef for food shall be first 
inspected in the county where they are to 
be killed. This virtually shuts the 
dressed beef from the Kansas City packing- 
houses out of the State, and leaves the busi- 
ness of slaughtering to local butchers.

But, though 
women cannot vote, they exercise much po- 
litical influence in France and will be po small 
factor in the bitter contest of tomorrow. 

Such posters have never been seen as of 
this election, and today the frenzy of bill- 
sticking reached its climax. The whole city 
was daubed with printers’ ink. Bilistickers 
of the opposing parties followed one another 
around, each destroying the work of the 
other. As fast as the Jacques posters went 
up Boulanger’s were pasted over them, and 
vice versa. Churches, public buildings, and 
private houses suffered alike. This afternoon 
two gangs must have gone at least 
four an twenty times around tke 
basement of the Stock Exchange and 
stuck up 6,000 or 7,000 bilis.

A CRITICAL DAY FOR FRANCE, 


Boulanger Strives to Add the Support of 
Paris to That of the Provinces, 

This ig the critical day of the French Re- 
public. Three weeks ago M. Hude, an ob- 
scure Deputy, died in Algeria. His death 
left a vacant seat in the Department of the 
Seine, including Paris. Gen. Boulanger im- 
, mediately prociaimed himself a candidate. 

The importance of this step cannot be over- 
estimated. Boulanger bad just received half 
a million suffrages in the provinces. He had 
been triumphantly elected in three depart- 
ments. He had been awarded as strong a 
vote of popular confidence as Louis Napoleon 
received when he appéaied to the country to 
declare him Emperor ot France. ' 

But Boulanger sighed for more. He wanted 
the support of Paris—that Paris which hated 
Louis Napoleon; that Paris which Napoleon 
needed ail his soldiers and police to hold 
in check; that Paris which caricatured him, 
lampooned him, and finally laughed him into 
the war that ended in his defeat, exile, and 
death, 5

THE ERA OF GOOD FEELING. 


Mr. Phelps’ Treatment Shows It to Have 
Set In.

Lonpon, Jan. 26.—After the farewell din- 
ner to Mr. Phelps surely nobody can doubt 
that the era of peace and good will has fairly 
set in. Why talk of spending a lot more 
money on the navy! Why pay any attention 
to Charley Beresford? Peace and brotherly 
love are to be the universal law. So it was 
settled at the Mansion House by the Lord 
Mayor and his guests. Mr. Phelps commit- 
ted himself to no such assurance. Indeed, 
his speech is admitted to be the most perfect 
thing of the kind ever presented to the 
notice of the British public. In dignity, 
in traces of deep feeling, in pathetic 
allysions and broad and generous principles 
this farewell address was a model, but Mr. 
Phelps must have wished he could have im- 
parted some of his own good judgmeut to his 
friends and admirers. Here is the Times 
praising him up to the skies for entering into 
and identifying himself with the sympathies 
and ange ties, aspirations and achievements, 
of the English peovie. Is that so! 
But many people may think that to 
identify himself with the aspirations and 
achievements of the English people is no part 
of the duty of an American Minister. Is rot 
this carrying the era of good will and soft 
sawder”’ a little too far? Mr. Phelps, how- 
ever, cannot be heid responsible for the ex- 
travagance of his admirers. He has not dis- 
charged his duty any the less firmiy or faith- 
fully because he has lived on good terms with 
the English people, and it is a wonderful tri- 
umph for him. He has actually eclipsed 
Lowell’s fame as an after-dinner speaker. So 
much for rose water. 

TH# SAMOAN DIFFICULTY. 

All is not quite so sweet elsewhere. Inthe 
diplomatic worid our Foreign Office can get 
along well with Pheips, but when it has to 
deal with Bismarck it is in danger of — 
itself playing second fiddle. The wily ol 
German has drawn England into difhculty 
out of which there seemsto be no escape, 
and now de is playing a game in the West 
Pacific that may have serious consequences. 
If he had to reckon with England alone he 
might possibly give himself littie trouble over 
the matter, but the United States insists on 
taking a hand, and that contingency may 
not have been inciuaed in the deep 
laid plans of the great professor 
of blood and iron. The Cologne Gazette 
tries to make out that President Cleveland is 
a nonentity and that the new President will 
make a clearance of his policy as well as of 
his staff. It also kindly warns the United 
States to keep out of this Samoan mess, be- 
cause Germany will not recognize its right 
to interfere in any way with it. This notice 
appears inso many German papers simul- 
taneously that its official origin cannot be 
doubted. But meanwhile the United States 
may not choose to be thus peremptorily 
warned off, considering that so many Ameri- 
cans are settied in the Pacificislands. Ithas 
been stated that the three nations entered 
into a treaty about Samoa, but the German 

pers are quite right in denying this. 

rmany and England entered into 
such a treaty, and Bismarck appears 
to think that he can respect or trans- 
gress it just as German interests may re- 
vireo. England would not fight for Samoa. 

e might protest against Germany seizing 
it, but if her protest were unheeded that 
would be an end of the matter. Thus it must, 
fall to the United States whether or not Ger- 
many shall be the dominant power in the 
South Sea Islands, and the question canot 
| be much longer deferred. It is likelv to be 
met and settled without much reference to 
the objection that America has no 
treaty with Germany concernin Sa- 
moa. The ‘opinion which prevails in 
well informed circles here is that. 
Germany will seek to come to a friendly un- 
derstanding with the United States, leaving 
England to look out for herself. Communi- 
cations have passed between the German 
and British vernments not too concilia- 
tory on the part of the former. It is prob- 
able that nothing will be known of the inten- 
tions of either side until Parliament meets, 
which will be in a little over three weeks 
time. Then who can say what topic will be 
uppermost instead of Samoa? 
LITTLE INTEREST IN THE IRISH QUESTION. 

It is likely to be Ireland, for that never 
fails. There does not appear to be much pub- 
lic sympathy, to tell the plain truth, with the 

It 
may seem strange, but the fact is the people 
sok on with indifference if not with approval 
at the proceedings of the Irish Executive.

SOW THER “DERBYS” ORIGINATED. 
The Great Racing Events Named in Honor 

ot an English Fart. 

The English Derby, contrary to public belief, 
is not the oldest racing event, being: ante-dated 
by both the St. Leger and the Oaks. 

Gen. Burgoyne, of Revolutionary fame, is in- 
directly connected with the institution of the 
Epsom Derby. His wife was the daughter of 
the eleventh Earl of Derby, and just previous to 
the breaking out of the Revolutionary War the 

General disposed of his country house on the top 
of Baustead Downs to his wife's nephew, the 
twelfth Earl of Derby. This place had formerly 
been an ale house and became known as The 
Oaks. At The Oaks took place the celebrated 
féte in honor of the engagement of its owner to 

Lady Elizabeth Hamilton, and of this entertain- 

ment it is said that it quite overshadowed any 

ever known at that time. 
In close 1 to The Oaks was Epsom 

Downs, and Lord Derby learned to take a lively 


for 3-year-old fillies instituted by him in 1779 was 
given the name of The Oaks, and in 1880 was es- 
tablished the Derby for 3-year-olds. 

The Derby at once supplanted the St. Leger 
(established in 1776), it being a spring event and 
the distance some quarter of a mile shorter. 

Lord Derby won tne first Oaks with Bridget, 
and again in 174 was succesful with Hermoine. 
me — won the eighth Derby with Sir Peter 

eazle. 

Diomed, the winner of the first Derby, was 
brought to America in 1797, and living on to 1808 
became in ~ age 4 the founder of the American 
thoroughbred. riam, winner in 1830, was the 
second Derby winner to be imported. and his 
bones now rest at Belle Meade farm, the home 
of Luke Blackhorn and Iroquois. St. Blaise, 
winner in 1883, is the latest importation, although 
no less than ten horses first past the post on 
Derby-Day have been brought to America. 

Long distance racing prevailed in America long 
before the Derby was instituted, but the Revo- 
lutionary spirit would allow of no adoption of 
even English racing customs, and when, early in 
the century, heat racing began to meet disfavor 
in England, it only strengthened the style in 
America, and although four-mile beats had, 
years before, been popular in the mother coun- 

y the average turfman of today would insist 

at such style of racing is peculiarly American. 

The fact that the Derby course, one and one- 
half miles, was approved of 100 years ago, in- 
stead of contests over a longer distance of 
ground, was but the inauguration of the move- 
ment which today causes the three-quarter races 
to fill largely, while even the one and one-quar- 
ter mile races are contested by but few animals. 

It was not until the close of the Civil War 
that the turf officials of this country began to 

attern after the English events. The Jersey 

erby, established in 1867. was the first of its 
kind in the United States. (After twelve 
renewals this race has now merged 
into the Lorillard Stakes.) Then came 
the 99 5 Derby in 1875, and the same year 
the California Derby run at Sacramento. his 
stake, though now unknown, has a historic note, 
inasmuch as it was probably the first eveat 
called a Derby ever run at a less distance than a 
mile and a half. It was inaugurated asa mile 
heat race, and was subsequently changed to 
heats of three-quarters of a mile. This proved 
unsatisfactory, however, and it was run in 1883 
as a dash race at the regular distance of one 
mile and a half. In 1876 the Queen City Jockey 
Club of Cincinnati instituted the Ohio Derby. 
The Laclede Jockey Ciub, St. Louis, the Mis- 
souri Derby in 1878. (This was mile heats, but 
changed to one and a half miles in 1880.) The 
Chicago Jockey and Trotting Club the Illinois 
Derby, first decided in 1883. 

The Coney Island Jockey Club held its m- 
augural meeting in 1 nd instituted the Coney 
Island Derby; the same year there was the 
King's County Derby at Brighton. as also the 
Salt Lake Derbyin Utah.

In England 
there is a Derby at Ascot and another at New- 
market; m Austria a Derby; a French Derby: 
the Victoria Derby in Australia, and India and 
Canada have had racing events named after the 
race established by the tweifth rl of Derby, 
the fame of whose family has by this act become 
more greatiy known than by all deeds of either 
ancestor or descendant. 


Elizabeth's New Race Track. 

Another new race track is to be built at Eliza- 
abeth, N. J. Michael Dwyer is the moving spirit 
in the scheme.

same stakes last year. This year’s stakes are 
all guaranteed to be worth 81,

The ground through which the new tunnel of 
the West Chicago Street Railroad Company 
is to run has at last been purchased. It is lo- 
cated 125 feet north of Van Buren street, and ex- 
tends from Franklin to Clinton, a distance of 
1,650 feet. Ms 

Cars of the West Side system, which are now 
running on Adams and south of that street, will 
run througn the new tunnel. Those north of 
Adams street will use the Washington street 
tunnei. 

The new tunnel is to be thirty feet wide, a 
width ten feet greater than that of the La Salle 
street tunnel. Its cost, when finished, is esti- 
mated at 81.500 000. 

For the portions of the road governed by the 
tunnel the loop will be on Van Buren and Adams

Portrait and Sketch of the Hebrew Banker 
Who Gave Away $40,000,000. 

Paris Letter in New York World: Ina 
handsome botel in the Rue d’E!ysée Baron 
Hirsch, the celebrated financier, signed away, 
Jan. 4, fer the benefit of God's people, the 
poor, $40,000,000—a gift which lacks a paral- 

lel in the history of 
philantbropy, and be- 
side which the dona- 
tions of Peabody, Van- 
derbilt, Hopkins, Gir- 
ard, and Pratt seem 
petty. 
Little pomp or cir- 
cumstance surrounded 
=> the generous act. A 
committee of twenty 
Russian Hebrews, with 
quaint garments and 
hair cut suggesting the 
Mosaic laws, arrived in 
the morning from War- 
saw. A pee of Aus- 
trians arrived on the

ORIGIN OF THE MISSION, 

One bright morning in the beginning of 
October, 1883, a tall, handsome man, and an 
amiable-looking lady ascended the steps of 
the Custom-House stoop and started in to sing 
a stirring Gospel — They were the Rev. 
A. H. Kirkland and his wife; aria thus be- 
gan what has grown to be one of the largest 
and most successful mission works among 
the lowest classes in this city, if notin the 
country. . 

A mixed and curious crowd soon assem 
bled, who at first greeted the new departure 
with derision and scoffs, which soon, how- 
ever, gave place to g@od-humored tolerance 
and attention. The evangelist gave the first 
of his current Chicago talks, and announced 
that later on he had provided for a free 
breakfast on the spot, and that every hungry 
man or woman was heartily welcome. In due 
course a large handcart came up and a plenti- 
ful supply of coffee and pom but satisfying 
food was served out to all applicants. 

When the weatner became too cold for 
open air services the meeting was trans- 
ferred to the Adelphi Theatre on Canal, near 
Madison, the owner giving the use of it for 
the free breakfast service until it was leased. 
The building shortly afterwards was leased 
to a variety company and the incipient 
mission crowded out. The new lessees were 
unsuccessful, and * 1, 1884, with the as- 
sistance of Mr. John V. Farwell, the theatre 
was leased for a year and the work was fair- 
ly started. 

The Adelphi Theatre was for years one of 
the vilest dens that ever disgraced the city— 
a favorite resort for thieves. 


The district surrounding the theatre was 


and perhaps is one of the worst in the city. 
Within a few blocks are 250 saloons, seventy- 
five or more houses of ill-repute, together 
with numberiess pool-rooms, opium joints, 
gambling heils, cheap lodging dens for 
tramps, etc. In the entire district between 
Halsted street and the river there is but one 
piace of n 

The Adelphi Mission rapidly became a for- 
midable reformatory power in this hardest 
of the hard neighborhoods. Its scope was 
gradually extended until Gospel meetings 
were held every night either in the hall or on 
the sidewalk outside.

About a year ago the theatre became so 
dilapidated and dangerous that its owners 
determined to rebuild, and the mission had 
again to pull up stakes. After several re- 
movals it finaily found a permanent habita- 
tion at its present location, formerly one of 
the toughest concert dives on tne West 
Side, which is central and roomy. 

Here the mission is perhaps hardly as pict- 
uresque and striking as in its old quarters at 
the Canal street tough theatre, butis fully 
as useful and effective. Drunkards, thieves, 
tramps, sluggers, barrel-house bums, and 
outcasts of every description still Girehe 
there at every service and the work is never 
at a standstill. 

The average yearly cost of this mission is

„Ves. ey buy books on one subject, and 
that one which is entirely removed from 
their vocations. Books on music are not 
bought by musicians; art works are picked 
up by men who care little for pictures; doc- 
tors never buy the hideous old medical 
books.. Two men here collect everything ob- 
tainable ou Hell. Several others—and clear 
headed, practical men they are—buy books 
on witchcraft. One of the finest collections 
on that subject is owned in this city. Two 
other men are lavish buyers of old books on 
epitaphs. One of them is a doctor and the 
other a lumberman, 

“A great many rare books have found 
their way to this city and remained here,“ 
he continued. Probably one of the finest 
and most valuabie libraries of works upon 
the Indians there are in the world has 
been gathe mostiy from the old book 
shelves by a Chicagoan. Mr. E. G. Asay’s 
collection, which has, however, been about 
dispersed, was another monument. He 
owned an Elliott Bible which fetched $1,050. 
The late Jonn A. Rice was a most ardent col- 
lector. His library when sold some years 
ago brought $42,262. A good many fine Dib- 
dins are owned in Chicago. Several private 
collecuons of old Americana and Cruik- 
shankiana are aiso complete. A volume 
presented to Dr. Johnson, bearmg his 
signature on the firleaf, was sold 
here recently. Another had Poe’s name in 
it, and still another, and probably one of the 
rarest ever brought here, was from John 
Milton’s library and bore his autograph. 
Probably the costliest book ever brought to 
Chicago was a copy of the first folio editon 
of Shakspeare, published in 1623. It is re- 
garded as the finest copy in America, and is 
valued at $10,000. Its owner is a man who 
made a fortune in speculation,

THE FRENCH MANIA FOR SELF-MURDER. 


Nearly 8,000 Suicides Last Year—Some 
8 Dramatic Instances. 
Lucy Hooper’s Paris Letter: The official 
statistics of thé suicides in France during 
the last year are extremely curious to ex- 


amine. The cases amount to nearly 8,000 for 


the whole Republic. Oi these the depart- 
ment in which Paris is situated comes in for 
nearly a fifth, though in proportion to its 
population it ought to furnish only one- 
fifteenth. But the life of the great city, and 
its trials, its miseries, its deceptions, are 
fertile in providing causes for despair and 
self- murder. It would naturally be sup- 
po that the gloomy months of 
winter, with their cold. vy weather 
and short days, would naturally be those in 
which unhappy people would the most 
readily quit the earth. Such is not the case, 
December is the month in which suicides 
are least frequent, and July is that which 
furpishes the greatest number. Can it be 
that the bustle and gayety of the weeks im- 
mediately preceding the holiday season pro- 
duce a favorable effect upon the minds of 
those who are weighed down by cares and 
woes that are rapidly assuming intolerable 
proportions? Perhaps, too, the possibility of 
some amelioration arriving to the doleful 


lot of the sufferer, through the medium of 


that time of gifts ana generosity, may cause 
a postponement of the fatal hour. But why 
shouid midsummer, with its bright sunshine 
and its comparatively easy conditions of ex- 
istence, when neither extra clothing nor fuel 
is a necessary of life, be the season most 
conducive to self-murder? That problem 

resents no reasonable means of solution. 

et nearly twice as many persons commit 
suicide in July asin December. It is pos- 
sible that the calmly flowing river, warmed 
and brightened by the summer sun, may 
tempt the wretched wanderer to seek for 
rest and peace in the cool, tranquil depths; 
while, on the other hand, the icy, muddy 
torrent of winter is repellent instead of aliur-

“Buicide is far less common amongst old or 
young persons than with tnose of middle age. 
Between 40 and 60 is the period of life when 
life seems to become most burdensome. 
Few young people kill themseles, and few 
oid ones. As to the causes of suicide, in- 
sanity, whether incipient or deciared, fur- 
nishes the largest contingent. Impatience 
of physical n, the suffering caused by 
agonizing and incurable illness, gomes next. 
Drunkenness also supplies a large number of 
cases. But poverty and disappointed love 
come lowest on the list of predisposing 
causes. . 

As I have said before, the rope and the 
river are the most popular of ali means of 
seif-siaughter. The pistol comes next, and 
then aspbyxiation by charcoal. Compara- 
tively few persons have recourse to knives 
or to poison. Some few leap from an elevated 
point, like the Arc de Triomphe or the towers 
of. Notre Dame. Instances are Kon of 
persons who have thrown themselves on the 
railway track in front of a passing train. 
Poison, for the reasons I have already stated, 
furnishes comparatively few victims. Peo- 
ple have been known to drink themselves 
purposely to death, swallowing alcohol in 
such great quantities as to produce conges- 
tion of the brain. And last year one un- 
happy creature, a woman, deliberately 
starved herseif to death. 

The most dramatic case of suicide of which 
I have ever heard was one of which 1 was by 
chance the witness some years ago. On a 
fine afternoon in winter I was walking on 
the Rue de la Paix at the end nearest to the 
Place Vendome. I was attracted by the as- 
pect of the vast dark Columa Vendome ris- 
ing against the 22 gold of the sky, and with 
the last ravs of sunset lingering upon the 
statue at its summit. Suddenly I beheld a 
mass of white, fluttering drapery falling rap- 
idly down the front of the great dusky 
shaft. It struck upon the huge laurel wreath 
surrounding the column where its base 
comes in contact with the estal, and was 
thrown by the violence of the shock clear 
over the railings to the vement. These 
white draperies were the skirts of a woman. 
She had climbed to the summit of the Cot- 
umn with a camp-stool hidden underneath 
her cloak, and while the guide was explain- 
ing the principal points of the view to some 
other persons she profited by the moment 
that nis attention was distracted, placed her 
camp-stool just beside the railings, mounted 
it, and threw herself over. In her pocket 
was found a card requesting that her 
body might be sent to a certain 
house ina highly respectable street. The 
police caused the poor crushed remains 
to be taken to the address indicated, thereby 
unconsciously carrying out the revengeful 
purpose of the suicide, For her husband had 
deserted her, and had gone to take up his 
residence at the place she named with 
another woman. The effectupon tne guilty 
pair of being thus confronted with the corpse 
of the woman they had wronged must have 
been painful and startling to the last degree. 
Some time afterwards a young man threw 
himself from the summit of the column, 
breaking off one of the spearheads of 
the iron railing in his descent. And 
since the — of this last suicide the 
column has been closed against all visitors. 
The broken spearhead remains unmended to 
this day. Ine Column of July on the Place 
de la Bastille furnished for a time its quota of 
suicides, but finally that too was closed 
against all persons wishing to ascend it. The 
last individual who sought death by throw- 
ing himself from its summit lodged on one of 
the Gallic cocks in bronze that ornament the 
base; and as the law forbids any one to 
touch a corpse tillit has been visited by the 
police authorities, the ghastly remains hung 
there, a dreadful spectacie, for over an hour. 

A singular case of suicide, remarkable for 
the deliberation with which it was resoived 
upon, took place lately in the French 3 
inces. A man who had committed a theft of 
some magnitude found himself on the point 
of being arrested. He called his wife and 
children together, told them what he had 
done, and consulted with them as to the best 
method of disposing of the affair. 3 
unanimously agreed that he ought to ki 
himself. e culprit acquiesced, and delib- 
erately completed all his preparations, which 
included going some distance in search 
of a priest, to whom he made his last confes- 
sion. Then he came back home, got his gun, 
and went out into the woods and shot him- 
self. A sad instance was that of the young 
Viscount X——, who was playing with his 
first-born child, a spirited, ve of some 
8 months old, at the open window of his suite 
of apartments, which was situated on the 
fourth floor. The baby, in the gayety and 
excitement of the sport, matie a sudden 
spring, escaped from his father’s clasp, and 
feil headlong to the pavement of the court.

HE IS TOO GOOD FOR THE LAW. 


Anarchist Garside, Alias “Socialist,” Re- 
peats the Stock Arguments of the Keds.” 

Prof. Garside delivered a lecture on Social- 
iem at Waverly Hall last night. His remarks 
were mainly confined to a discussion of the dif- 
ference between the ptesent law and Anarchistic 
law. The speaker professes to be a Socialist, 
but his remarks last night did not bear out his 
pretensions. He went into an elaborate disser- 
tation on the beautiful results which would fol- 
low the complete abolition of all written laws, 
using all the stock Anarchist arguments to for- 
tify his position. 

“I am called by the papers a dangerous man.“ 
said the speaker. “Any man who advocates 
force is nota dangerous man. Men are danger- 
ous only so far as they can penetrate to the rot- 
tenness of existing institutions. Amy man who 
can point out an injustice is dangerous to the 
one who is profiting by that injustice. Any man 
who advocates, hints atin the remotest way, or 
incites force is the enemy of the movement, and

They will come to you,” said he, “and tell 
you that certain laws now in operation are wrong 
and should be repealed, They will tell you that

THE TRADE IN VACANT LAND. 

It is impossible to keep the run of all the 
dickering in tte vacant lands of Cicero. The 
airisfullof rumors about syndicates and 
deals and street railroads, and brokers talk 
mysteriously apout big purchases which they 
are keeping quiet because they want more 
land in the same neighborhood. Several 
large sales, however, have been consummat- 
ed and can be reported, although in most 
cases the buyer’s name is withheid for rea- 
sons whic operators in acres can 
easily guess. One of the largest and 
most significant deals was managed by 
Snow & Dickinson, and resulted in the 
transfer of thirty-five acres at the southwest 
corner of Madison street and Central avenue 
at $2,250 per acre, or the whole for $78,750. 
The land adjoins the Village ot Austin on 
the south and is near three lines of railway. 
lt was sold only afew months ago at §2, 
an acre to a syndicate of Milwaukeeans, who 
now turn it over to a local syndicate at a 
handsome profit. The rew owners expect to 
subdivide and improve itin the spring. W.

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COAL BARONS-DENOUNCED 


MORIER, UNDERHILL & co. TELL 
THEIR SIDE OF THE TROUBLE 


They Say the Coal Exchange Uses Disrepa- 
table and Unbusinessiike Methods to 
Secure Evidence on Which to Fine 
Members—The Employment of a Spy 
Who by Telling Pitiful Tales of Poverty 
Secures a Reduction in Price. 


The action of the Coal Exchange in ex- 
pelling Morier, Underhill & Co. is likely to 
prove a boomerang for that august body. A 
thréat of expulsion is a favorite weapon in 
the hands of the executive of the local coal 
ring, and it is generally effective in bringing 
the unfortunate coal dealer who has bad the 
temerity to disobey the mandates of the 
barons to a sense of the enormity of his 
offense, and to a meek submission. As the 
offenders are generally found among the 
“smal fry,“ who, to eke out an existence, 
are compelled to hustle for trade, the conse- 
quences of an expulsion entailing a stoppage 
of supplies are serious, and the alternative 
of a fine is mutely accepted. 

The firm of Morier, Underhill & Co., not 
being classed among the “small fry,” how- 
ever, made a vigorous protest against the 
high-handed action of the board. The seal 
of confidence being broken by the public act 
of expuision, the following statement was 
obtained from one of the members of the 


firm by a Trisune reporter. 

„Some time in October last our yardman at 
Taylor street telephoned us that a customer 
wanted to buy two tons of coal at less than 
the card price. He gave as a reason that the 
man, James Lynch he called himself, claimed 
to be the son of a Wabash railroad switch- 
man who knew Mr. Morier. We answered 
the telephone message that we couldn’t sell 
below card price to any one, The sales sheet 
from the yard that night showed two tons 


paid for at $7.50 a ton. | 

Next day we received a similar message 
from our yardman at Twenty-second street, 
and our reply was again in the negative. 

‘+ A few days later, as Mr. Underhill and 
myself were leaving the office for lunch, a 
salesman called Mr. Morier’s attention toa 
customer who wanted a reduction in price. 
The fellow looked poor and miserable. He 
told a pitiful story of having been sick and 
unable to buy his coal at summer prices; 
said that his tather was aswitchman on the 
Wabash Road. and that he had often heard 
him speak of Mr. Morier as a kind-hearted 
gentleman, hence his coming to us. 

„We cannot afford to sell at less than the 
market price,’ answered Mr. Morier, but his 
pity being touched by the fellow’s well- 
teigned distress, he added, If 25 cents a ton 
is so much to you, why, Pll pay that out of 
my own pocket—charge my account with 
$1.25,’ he added to the cashier, ‘and receipt 
this man’s bill in full. 

“The charge was made to Mr. Morier’s pri- 
vate account for charity. 

THE SPY’S INGRATITUDE. 

“You may judge of our surprise, however, to 
receive notice from the Coal Exchange Board 
that we were liable to a fine for selling bo- 
low the market. We at once appeared be- 
fore the board and explained matters, think - 
ing that would end it. A few days later we 
were informed that a fine of $25 had been im- 
posed, whereupon Mr. Morier applied per- 
sonally to have the case reopened and the 
agent of the company examined in his — 
ence. The evidence on which we had u 
adjudged guilty had been taken in our ab- 
sence, and of its nature we could only sur- 


mise. 
Early in January we were informed that 
we must pay the fine or be expelled. To this 
we addressed the following letter, which 
states our case as clearly as we know how: 

9, 1889 —W. B. Mather, Heqg., Secretary Voai 
Hachange—DEAR Sm: In reply to your notice 
dated Jan. 4, requesting us to pay the fine of $25

She told him that she might have to pay it 
out of her own pocket, and so indeed she did, 
not only the cut in price, but likewise lost her

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_ ALLIGATOR HUNTING IN FLORIDA. 


The Reptiles Are Slaughtered in Great 
Numbers and in a Va 
Eustis, Fla., Jan. 24.—

Repeated trips can now be made the entire 
length of the St. John’s River without seeing 
a single specimen. The reptiles have been: 
pe te Phu until they conceal themselves 
a t sound of a boat or the si 
ony, —.— — or 
r bunting was formerly one of the 
most profitable pursuits in Florida as well as 
a source of infinite amusement. The reptiles 
have been slaughtered in immense numbers 
allover the State. They seemingly possess 
no intelligence and are siothful be- 
yena description, but nevertheless have 
earned that man is their enemy and safety 
is secured only by hasty flight and seclusion 
when he appears. They were formerly shot 
for pastime by excursionists from the deck 
of nearly every steamboat that navigated 
the lakes and rivers of the State, but now 
the ironclad rule is everywhere enforced 
upon boats that alligators must not be 
seriously disturbed by either passengers or 
employés. This rule has been rendered nec- 
essary to satisfy women and children, who 
frequently complain that they have been in 
Florida for weeks without ever seeing a 
single real live alligator in his native haunts. 
oder present conditions alligator hunting 
by daylight has become a tiresome, uninter- 
esting, and unprofitable occupation in most 
parts of the peninsula, and the hunters have 
adopted the novel scheme of killing them by 
night. The men equip themselves with guns 
revoivers, knives, and bull’s-eye lanterns 
seek an alligator track as soon as it is 
dark. These traeks are as plainly marked as 
wagon roads, and are made by the alligators 
constantly moving from one lake, river, or 
swamp to another. Ihe men take their sta- 
tions and preserve absolute silence. The al- 
ligators can be heard at a considerable dis- 
tance laboriously approaching. When at the 
proper point the bull's- eyes are turned upon 
them. Tne sudden stream or dazzling light 
terrorizes them, and they are seemingly 
paralyzed for tne nonce. Their eves buige 
out and sparkle like huge diamonds, and at 
these glistening orbs the hunters direct their 
aim. It is useless to shoot tnem except in the 
eyes, the open mouth, or under the throat. as 
their tough skins turn away the shot and re- 
ceive no injury. When the alligators are ail 
the hunters move on to another ridge 
and await the approach of more victims. 

A negro is usually employed to remove the 
hides and teeth, while the remains are left 
as food for the numerous buzzards which are 
here protected oy law. The hides sell for 
from $1 to $3 each and the teeth for as much 
more, the latter being worked up into jewel- 
ry and other ornaments. Half a dozen en- 
terprising men can secure from one toa 
score of alligators in a single night, the num- 
ber depending on the location and the condi- 
uon of the weather. 

If the reptiles continue their migratory 
habits there will be little trouble in exter- 
minating them within a few years without 
encountering the dangers of entering the 
swamps to pursue them. Thed ition to 
move about apparently grows on them with 
the advance of civilization, the uneasiness 
among them being engendered presymably 
by the persistency with which they are pur- 
sued. In their present panicstricken condi- 
tion they are seldom found far [Irom tne 
water in daylight, but make all their over- 
land journeys by night.

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WARD'S BASE-BALL GOSSIP 


HE DESCRIBES IN DETAIL THE SCENES 
AT SYDNEY AND MELBOURNE. 


There Were More Banquets than Games 
and More Toasts. than Victories, Aus- 
tralia Showing Hearty Hospitality— 
Clumsiness of Big Base-Ball Chiefs at 
Oricket—What the Papers Think of the 
American Game—Of to India. 

Srpneyr, N. S W., Dec. 16.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. — At last we are in Australia, 
after twenty-five days of sailing, and the 
first half of our journey around the worid is 
over. I never knew before there was 80 
much water and so little land. From New 
York to Liverpool is looked upon as a long 
trip, but it is only the beginning of a voyage 
such as we have jist taken. 

I must not forget to mention that we 
were officially yet pleasantly received 
by Mayor Devore of Auckland. Upon 
his invitation we met him Mon- 
day noon at the Municipal Hall, and 
after having been shown by bim personally 
through the building, which includes a public 
library and an embyro art gallery, we were 


4 conducted to his private officc, where an in- 


formal spread had been prepared. The 
Mayor drank to the success of our trip and 
base-ball, and we drank to his Worship’s 
health. It wasone of the many pleasant in- 
cidents of the journey thus far. 
At 4 o’clock Friday afternoon, Dec. 14, we 
sighted the shores of the great South Land, 
and at 6:15 entered the heads of Sydney 


Harbor. 
A GREAT REOSPTION. 

The sight that greeted us was one long to 
be remembered. Ido not refer to the grand 
gateway by which the harbor is reached, nor 
to the winding, island-dotted harbor, one of 
the most picturesque in the world, but to the 
fleet of boats that was waiting to welcome 
us. There were steamers and tugs, yachts 
and rowboats, every manner of craft, ail 
gayly decerated and festooned with flags and 
all crowded with people. Bands were 
playing, whisties blowing, and flags and 


handkerchiefs waving, and for a time pande- 


monium prevailed. The Stars and Stripes 
were everywhere interwoven with the En- 
glish jack,“ and the strains of Hail, Col- 
umbia,“ and The Star Spangied Banner“ 
floated at intervals across the water. The 
scene was one that brought first joy and then 
tears. There was no longer doubt as te the 
warmth of our reception, and from that mo- 
ment Australia became not a foreign land, 
but only another division of home. 

On the steamer Admiral, which bore the 
Reception Committee, United States Con- 
sul Griffin was quickly picked out, and 
the boys gave him three cheers and a tiger. 
Some friends were also discovered among 
those on the steamer Courier, and cheers 
were interchanged. Mr. J. C. Williamson 
and a party of professional friends on a 
steam yacht fellin beside the Alameda and 
kept sige we! up the harbor. Off Bradiey’s 
Head a flotilla of thirty watermen’s boats 
régged as miniature barques and ships, with 
flags and bunting flying, lined up for the 
steamer to pass through, and formed a guard 
of honor up the bay. ° 

THE CROWDS. 

At the Woolloomooloo wharf a great crowd 
had collected, and in pressing forward for a 
look at the players one man was crowded off 
the dock into tne water and had to be fished 
out by ropes thrown from the steamer. Some 
little delay was caused by the drags having 

ne to Circuiar quay, where another crowd 

ad collected expecting the Alameda to dock 
there. We were soon, however, driven to 
was Oxford Hotel, where a spread of wine 
and cake had been prepared, and the players 


were formally welcomed by Consul Griffin.” 


In the evening a public reception was tend- 
ered the players at tne Theatre Royal, where 
the Hon. Daniel O'Connor delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome. Mr. O’Connor spoke feel- 
ingly and in une kindest possible terms. He 
welcomed us not as foreigners, not as 
strangers, not even as “cousins,” but as 
brothers, and in the course of his remar«s 
paid an eloquent tribute to America. Mr. 
Spalding replied and was warmly received, 
and Consul Griffin also made some remarks 
in his upassuming and happy way. The 
balconies, sides, and ceiling of the theatre 
were festooned with flags, and over the 
centre of the age was draped a large Amer- 
ican flag. Mrs. J. C. Williamson (Maggie 
Moore) evoked the wildest applause by sing- 
ing The Star-Spangled Banner,“ the audi 
ence recognizing it almost with tne first 
note. 

Saturday noon we were formally received 
by Mayor Harris at the town-hall. After 
the formula of introduction the party ad- 
journed to the refreshment room, and with 
the Mayor in the chsir glasses were charged 
and his Worship proposed the toast of The 
American Base-Ball Teams.“ He declared that 
he was pleased to welcome us, that he was 
a great admirer of America and Americans, 
and he felt sure this visit would be the means 
of the two countries learning more of 
one another. America, he said, had 
the courage to enter upon and the 
determination to carry out a policy 
to which sooner or laver Australia must 
come, and, therefore, Australians wanted to 
know more of us and hoped we would learn 
more of them. He added, facetiously, that, 
though we had come to teach a new game, 
we must look out for our laurels. It was not 
the first time America and England had at- 
tempted to teach Australia in the field of 
sports and aftera few years Australia had 
turned around and taught them. We must 
not be surprised if in four or five years an 
Australian ball team came over and captured 
a ball occasionally from our best clubs. 

FIRST AUSTRALIAN MATCH. 

Our first match in Australia was played on 
the Association Cricket Grounds Saturday 
afternoon, and notwithstanding the fact that 
the — handicap sprinting meeting 
was held the same day there were nearly 
10,000 people present. The game itself was 
one that brought out all the beauties of play 
and would have set an American crowd 
wiid, but it was too fast for the Sydneyites. 
Not being acquainted with the points of play 
they were unable to follow such quick work. 
‘They want more time to digest the) different 
moves. Still they were apparently much 
pleased, es by the outfielding and 
quick return of the bati, by the base running 
and sliding, ahd especially when a runner 
was caught between the Beautiful 
pick-ups on the infield seemed lost upon 
them, and they found much fault with the 
evident advantage of the pitching over the 
batting. 

Among the spectators was the Governor, 
Lord Carrington, who had postponed his de- 
ee from the city in order to be present. 

ving expressed a desire to meet the boys, 
atthe end of the sixth inning we adjourned 
to the club-house, where the Cricket Asso- 
ciation had prepared a reception, and were 
each presented to him by Consul Griffin. Aft- 
er a welcoming speech ‘4 the President of 
the Cricket Association his Excellency re- 
sponded to the toast of the Governor and 
Lady Carrington.“ in which he spoke cor- 
diatly to the American players.

toast Our Visitors.“ Capts. Anson and 
Ward were also called upon, and Mr. Frank 
McCoppin, President of the United States 
Commission at the Centennial Exhibitnon, 
addressed the travelers. 

IN SUMMER ATTIRE. 

The 2 Saturday afternoon was attend- 
ed by fully 10,000 people, and the grand stand, 
filled with ladies dressed in light summer at 
tire and bright colors, was a picture*o look 
upon. Crane, having entirely recovered, 
pitched, but Chicago won 5 to 8 in nine in- 
— The game was so short that three ex- 
tra innings were played, and then Chicago 
— five innings against seven Cricketers 
and two of the Americas. As was to have 
been expected the Cricketers made but a 
poor showing, most of them striking out. 
Base- ball has caught the people here more 
quickly than in Sydney, probably because 
there are so many Americans here.

A BERLIN MARRIAGE BROKER. 


He Has Been Successful in Joining German 
. Titles with American Dollars. 

Berlin Dispatch: If Lieut. Carl von Jur- 
gensen, Eighth Regiment Body Dragoons of 
his Majesty the Czar of Russia, had ever 
lived in Berlin he would never have sent his 
order for a rich American wife all the way 
across the Atlantic to the New York Mat- 
rimonial Bureau“ some months ago. Lieut. 
von Jurgensen wishes, according to his let 
ter, a pretty American girl, about 25 years 
old, with 150,000 rubles, spot cash, and re- 
fined manners. In exchange for her money 
and good locks he offers to make her Mrs. 
von Jurgensen and a member of St. Peters- 
burg's 400. , 

Now, this is just the kind of trade that 
flourishes under the care of Herr Mosse, 
matrimonial agent, in the great city of the 
Hohenzuliernos. Herr Mosse is probably the 
most successful negotiator of internauonal 
marriages on the Continent. He started 
business about fifteen years agoas a matri- 
monial go-between for smali tradesmen and 
_shop-girls. Now he negotiates marriages for 
Counts, Barons, and Lieutenants. Three 
times he has had German noblemen up in 
court because they failed to pay him his 5 per 
cent of the dowry which he got for them with 
their rich wives. 

Four years ago he tried to make a match 
between the Grecian Ambassador in Berlin 
and a German Countess. The Countess 
made out that she had any amount of money. 
The Grecian Ambassador got the whole 
story of her wealth and lovelinese 
from Herr Mosse. He at once set 
about making furious love to her at her 
boarding-house in the Dorotheen strasse, 
for in rmany rich Countesses not infre- 
quentiy live in 8 The Count- 
ess wanted to marry him right off, but the 
Ambassador wouldn't do it uni he could 
learn something definite about her bank ac- 
count. She would not let him see her bank 
book. Herr Mosse refused to guarantee her 
to be worth 100,000 marks. The Ambassador 
thereupon ceased to love her, and the match

Usually, however, Herr Mosse’s negotia- 
tions are more successful than this. His 
culations, he has said, have concerned 
American girls aay at rlin boarding- 
houses. This is how he does it: From the 
registers of the banks and exchanges which 
Americans frequent he learns at what 
houses the unmarried American women are 
living. He then calis upon each landlady to 
mquire how mapy of the American women 
in her house are “eligible.4 “ Eligible” he 

enough to or 
port a husband with a von in the middle 
of his name or a “Baron” before it. He 
notes down just how much each eligible 
girl s worth; whether in her own 
right or as prospective heir; what her 
father’s business is, and what she looks like. 
If possible, he gets pictures of the likeliest 
girls. The landiady can generally tell him 
all about the young women in question, be- 
cause German landladies always ask their 
boarders all the questions they can think ot 
on principle. the landlady is reticent, 
however, about giving these details Herr 
Mosse has means, which he occasionally 
uses, to force such confidences. — Ger- 
man land ladies are thoroughbred matchmak- 
‘ers, who see little or no harm in Herr Mosse’s 
methods. They also think they are giving a 
rattle-brained American girl a tremendous 


| social boost when they help to marry her to 
a German witht b paliaren: & peord, ehd an 


n cross. 
The landlady, therefore, agrees to give a 
little tea party at which she will introduce 
Herr Mosse’s young man to her American 
ri, She agrees, too, to have an interest in 
err Mosse’s profits should the match be 
made. Herr Mosse tells his young man how 
much money the American girl has and 
when the landlady will give him a chance to 
show how hard he loves her. Herr Mosse’s 
young man is often an impecunious Lieuten- 
ant. German Lieutenants are proverbially 
‘the most dead broke“ of all German gen- 
tlemen. » When a Lieutenant pays his 
debts . is synonymous with the English saw, 
“ When the moon turns to green cheese.“ 
Lieutenants in the German army get only a 
few hundred dollars a year, while they 
spend all they can lay hands on. At 30 years 
1 find themselves in just the fix 
which Lieyt. Carl von Jurgensen is trying 
to squirm out of, and they frequently try to 
squirm out of it in just the same way. 

At the landlady’s tea party Herr Mosse’s 
Lieutenant isthe most spick-and-span creat- 
ure the American girl ever saw. His uni- 
form is all scarlet and black. His trousers 
fit like an eel’s skin. His blouse is strapped 
in at the waist till he can hardly breathe. 
His mustache is so thoroughly waxed that it 
looks like one big irreguiar hair. His hair is 
plastered down tight to his head with oil, 
save the little wings above his ears, which 
have been curled over hot irons. He bows, 
whenever he gets a chance, a short, hard lit- 
tle bow, with his heels tight together and his 
toes well out. Every time he opens his lips 
compliments, apologies, congratulations, and 
thanks drop out by the mouthful. He is ex- 
travagaatiy officious and elaborate in his 
manners, always mak a great ado about 
showing every one just how polite he knows 
how to be. He is, in short, the flower of 
young German social life at the Cupital. If 
the American girl appears to fancy this bo- 
tanicai curiosity the tea parties are repeated 
till she wishes to become Frau von” or Frau 
Baronin.“ Then, after the marriage settle- 
ment or dowry has been arranged for with 
all the certainty that German and American 
law can give, Herr Mosse’s interest in the 
affair ceases until after the marriage and the 
time comes for him to collect his fees of $1,500 
or $2,000. He gives the lanalady about 25 per 
cent of his profits. 

Although a pretty successful matchmaker, 
Herr Mosse ts, of course, bound to see many 
of his pians miscarry, especially when for- 


— — women are involved. All sorts of com- 


plications are constantly arising with the 
girl’s parents at home, who don’t know much 
about German titles, and are, therefore, lia- 
bie to think that their daughter is’ not get- 
ting the worth of her money. Then the legal 
formality in regard to the marriage settle- 
ment, which is generally insisted upon by 
Herr Mosse’s young man, frightens off many 
other young women. 
About two years ago a Western girl living 
in Berlin thought she wanted eto marry a 
nd Lieutenant there and have her father 
settle $100,000 upon him.

Pie and Cheese and Finds Inspiration 
in the Diet—His Latest Gem, Which 
Was Dashed Of in a Lawyer's Office— 
Maurice Thompson and His Literary 
Works. 


InpvraNaPotts, Ind., Jan. 25.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.}—One of the most familiar fig- 
ures on the streets of the Hoosier Capital is 
James Whitcomb Riley, the poet and inter- 
preter of unique character. Mr. Riley has 
changed a good deal since he removed to this 
city from the wilds of Hancock County, fif- 
teen or twenty years ago. In that time he 
has developeu from a crude rhymster to a 
recognized poet, with a literary prestige that 
is enviable. In the early days of his career 
he was careless of his attire, and had eyes 
that “didn’t work right well,” as he ex- 
presses it, His clothes are now cut in the 
latest style, and he has corrected his defect- 
ive eyesight by a pince nez which not only 
enlarges-his vision but gives him a distinct- 
ively literary appearance. Mr. Riley is not 
built on a liberal plan. He is slightiy below 
the medium hight and has no surpius flesh. 
being thin and wiry, with blue eyes and 
tow hair. 

Riley is a sort of town pet. The people 
here have had an abiding faith in his ultimate 

success from the first, 
and now that he has 
made his name known 
throughout his own 
land, and had a book 
printed, with an intro- 
duction by a captious 
British critic, in En- 
gland, the Indianapoli- 
tan may be forgiven for 
aliuding to “our Riley.“ 
The Hoosier poet is es- 
sentially a Bohemian. 
He cares about as much 
for society as a Digger 
Indian cares for fine 
arts. He is the lion 
whenever hecares to go 


about, but society for society’s sake has never 
appealed to him strorigly. It is told of bim 
that he was wont to call on but one young 
lady, and his attraction then lay in the fact 
that she lived on the same street that con- 
tained his boarding-house. Riley has no 
recollection of place, and if he turn around 
twice on the street 1s as completely lost as if 
he had been removed to one of the ‘‘moon- 
washed” lawns that he occasionally writes 
about. A hotel, no matter how accommodat- 
ing its routine, is too close for the poet. He 
has a room in one of the prominent hostelries, 
but prefers to take his meals wherever he 
may be when he becomes hungry. 

A poet may be supposed to dine off of am- 
brosia and sip nectar pretty constantly; 
Riley is erratic in his appetites and enter- 
tains original views on diet. Bread be con- 
siders an invention of the devil and will none 
of it, butter crackers being his substitute, 
When the ordinary man is taking lunch, 
Riley has breakfast. He has a decided long- 
ing for oyster stews (with plenty of crack - 
ers) and mince pie and cheese is another fa- 
vorite combination. One of the oddest of 
Riley’s oddities is his peculiar taste in table- 
ware. Having lived in restaurants all his 
life, he has not been accustomed to china or 
Rookwood, but heavy ware such as is 
safe in the hands of tne clumsiest waiters. 
Riley will under no circumstances drink 
from a lightweight coffee cup. A delicate 
affair was placed for him on the tabie ofa 
Meridian street restaurant the other day 
and he sent itaway and had oneof the old 
style cups, weighing half a pound, brought 
out. He told the head waiter that he would 
be sure to drop one of the modern cups, and 
gave orders that an old-timer be given him 
on all occasions: The poet takes his final 
daily nutriment along towards midnight. 
He goes it heavy at a 6 _ o'clock 
dinner, bnt winds up the day 
with coffee and crackers. Between 
meals he chews tobacco constantly. He wears 
tobacco in his. mouth as persistently as he 
carries an umbrella, and that is an article al- 
ways with him. He writes optimistic views 
about taking the weather as it comes, but 
his umbrella is a shini refutation of his 
faith. hen Pan piped on a reed and kept 
time with his goat hoofs, patent leather shoes 
were hardly the thing for poets, but the 
Hoosiér poet indulges in this luxury, and in 
consequence the bootblacks of the Capital 
regard aim with disapproval. 

A LITERARY GEM. 


One popes thing about Riley is his unfail- 


ing good humor. He says that when a man 
is gloomy he ought to hide himself, and he 
must make application of this to himself, be- 
cause he is never cross, but always obliging 
and pleasant to encounter. He walked into 
the office of Mr. A. F. Potts, a leading at- 
torney, not long ago. His friend had just fin- 
ished a copy of the Pipes o' Fan,“ Riley’s 
new book. Mr. Potts asked for an auto- 
graph. The poet wrote on the fly leaf, with- 
out hesitation, in his even backhand: 

Forget-me-nots 

For Mr. Potts. 

J. W. RILEy. 


Although becoming a steady victim of the 
autograph fiend, the poet is always ready 
with something bright and appropriate. The 
predominating quality of his personality, as 
of his literary work, is a geniality that never 
fails. He is criticai of his own work and 
does not take kindly to adulation. He appre- 
clates commendation and praise, but runs 
away from people who want to overdo the 
thing. In his writing he is painstaxing, going 
over his verses repeatediy until they are 
perfected. He waiks about the streets a 
good deal hen at home, and many 
ot his inspirations come when upon 
the rambles. He does not go 
out into field or wood to woo his goddess, but 
expects to find ber in the busy streets. An 
idea once secured is put into verse while it is 
fresh. Adraftis made and the poem put 
aside for a day or two. It is then taken out 
for inspection and criticism, and retouched 
it any doubtful phrase calls for attention. 
The poet has orders for poems constantly 
coming to him, and he does not attempt to 
commercially meet these requests as fast as 
received. Good ideas do not come into the 
head of the most imaginative at all. times, 
and the cleverest poet cannot always 
do work to which he may safely 
subscribe his name. Mr. Riley is 
careful of his reputation, and does 
not write more poems than he can write well. 
The poem The Poet of the Future.“ printed 
in the December Century, was written under 
peculiar circumstances. Mr. Riley was un- 
able to sleep one night last summer, owing to 
a late pie supper perhaps, and got up to read 
away his nervousness. The idea for this 
poem came to him syddenly and he wrote it 
off in a short time, returning to bed after the 
first sketch of the verses had been written. 
The next morning he examined the poem 
and thought it only mediocre, but for luck 
thought he would try it on the captious critics 
at the Century office, He .was greatiy sur- 
prised with its immediate tance, a check 
in — arriving within a few days. 

e poet ot the Hoosiers writes about as 
readily in ore place as another, his surround- 
ings having little effect on him. A great 
many of his poems have been written in the 
counting-room of the Journal office. When 
he printed most of his work in. that paper he 
could often be seen perched on a stool ata 
high desk evolving some conceit. utterly in- 
different to his surroundings. With all his 

uickness of touch in verse making Riley 

nds prose writing hard work. He said not 
long ago to a friend that he despised prose, 
and could write a column of fair poetry 
while he was doing half that mucn prose satis- 
factorily.

It's always more or less annoying if a 
man holds out half the pack, because even a 
blind man might notice the work, and then 
when the time comes to replace the cards in 
the pack it is more difficult to put a wad of 
them back than it is to get a few there un- 
noticed.

was bet on the hand, which must necessarily 
be the last one of the game. 

“My friend had only one card extra and 
he could not get it back to the deck, which 
was too farfrom him. He had been working 
the left knee  hold-out, and on it 
lay the card, a deuce of spades, 
which he must get away with. 
He knew that if he did not the sucker wouid 
rise after being broke and would see the 
card, and a fuss would follow. Jimmy—that 
was his name—opened up a ham sandwich he 
had before him, and before the final bet was 
made quietly managed to slip the troublesome 
card between the two slices. 

“The hand was played, the suckem got 
broke, he got up from the table, cursed a lit- 
tie at his hard luck, and sat down again to 
finish a glass of beer that had been brought 
in to him a few minutes before. Jimmy was 
ready to go home with his winnings, but the 
sucker calied his attention to his untouched 
sand wich. '

„n eat the ——thipgg myself,’ Jimmy 
had to say, reaching for and capturing the 
slices for fear the other fellow might get 
there first. He was in a horrible predica- 
ment, but he had to eat it, card and all. 

“That goes to show the advisability of 
holding out few cards. Had Jimmy had 
three or four cards in that sandwich there 18 
no telling where he would have got off. 

“Every gambler knows of the plate hold- 
out for the arm. It is one of the best that I 
know of. It is a peculiar looking instrument 
screwed on a brass plate, which is curved in 
such a manner as to fit snugiy to the shape 
of the arm where it is to be buckled or tied. 
The plate must be fastened to the upper fore- 
arm, near the elbow, but inside next to the 


body. 

The mechanism connected with the plate 
is simple enough, and is in the form of nar- 
row strips of wood, one crossed over the 
other, forming diamond shaped spaces. 

“Where one slight stick crosses the other 
the two are clasped by a tiny screw. This 
rivetis put in in such a manner that the 
sticks can work scissors-like on a swivel. 
The ends of each little stick are also fastened 
in a like manner to the ends of those nearest 
toit. The furtherend of the mechanism is. 
also provided with other but smalier brass 
plates, which are one on top of the other, so 
that between them can be wedged a number 
of playing cards, which they hoid securely. 

“Tne whole affair looks like a succession of 
letter X’s, one riveted to the other, and on one 

d two small brass plates. The other end, 

hich is fastened tothe large brass plate, ‘s 
fixed with a tiny contrivance which closes 
the left-hand opening of the first X when the 
arm is pressed against the player’s body. 
The effects of bringing together the ends of 
the first X is to elongate that letter, or the 
diamond shape formed by the joining of both 
the letters XX. The result is that the first 
diamond-shape, which, when not opened, was 
only a quarter of an inch wide, widens to two 
inches and causes the next one to do the 
same, and soon to the end. In this way the 
lattice work of sticks, at first only about 
three inches long, spreads ont along the 
wearer’s arm to a distance of seven or eight 
inches, if desired, pushing along the two 
small plates holding the playing cards. 

As soon as the elbow pressure is removed 
from the body, a rubber band connecting the 
brass plates draws them back to the original 
closed and compact condition. 

„% With such a contrivance all a man has to 
do is to hold out a good hand of cards, tak- 
ing them one or two at a time from the pack 
as the game progresses, and insert them in 
the brass plates that will peep out from his 
sleeve when he presses his elbow to his side. 
Then, by removing the pressure, the cards 
in the slit will disappear up the sleeve until 
they are needed. 

When the time comes the elbow is 
presseu once more, the brass plates or feed- 
ers come out into the player’s hand, he takes 
the curds he wants, slips the discard back in 
the slit, and the tale is told, 

Should it become necessary to at any time 
return all the cards to the deck, all the play- 
er has to do is to reach out and take the pack 


in his empty left hand, press the elbow, and ! 


the feeder will come out unobserved and 
bring with it the cards desirable to unload.“

And yet in the United States Senate is a 
man many times a millionaire, the story of 
whose adventurous life equals almost any- 
thing in ficuon. He is John Percival Jones, 
the Senator from Nevada. He hit the Com- 
stock bonanza before Mackay and Fair 
struck the lode, and has won and lost fort- 
unes again and again.

One fine’ hot afternoon in the summer of 
1849 John Percival Jones and his younger 
brother, Henry A. Jones, concluded they 
had got enough of Cleveland, O., and took 
passage on tne stout schooner Maria An- 
drews from Cleveland to San Francisco, Of 
all the Argonauts and of ali the wild and 
wonderful land and water journeys made to 
the land of the Golden Fleece, the Jones 
boys alone chose this route. Aad for nine 
months they stuck to that 300-ton schooner, 
and, before they reached the Mecca of the 
adventurers of three continents, had ad- 
ventures enough to fill three notebooks, most 
of which might have been lost to posterity 
were it not for the curious coincidence that a 
stout old salt named Peter Francisco, an 
resident on West street in this city, has p 
servea his memory of some of them. 

“There ain’tno line of steamers running 
from Cleveland to Frisco nowi I believe 
you, my boy! Why, we had to shave down 
tne Mana Andrews to get her % go through 
the canal and into the St. Lawrence. We 
only touched at two porta in the whole 
blessed voyage, and they were Rio on the 
east and Valparaiso on the west coast of 
South America. Rounding the Horn we 
saw all the marine wonders, from ‘the 
devil in the deep sea’ to the _ verita- 
ble old original sea-serpent himself. Off 
the coast of Patagonia we saw the serpent, 
and I said to John Percival that he might live 
a thousand vears and never see the like 
again. At Rio and Valparaiso the Jones 
boys, who had letters of introduction from 
their uncie, Gov. Tod of Ohio, stepped on 
shore several weeks and had @ good time. 
When we got to Frisco, early in 1850, John 
Percival had a letter of introduction to the 
Collector of the Port, but didn’t present it. 
Instead, he went to him and asked for a job. 
He went to work the next day after he landed, 
too, roughing it with the best of them. 

„% The Jones boys soon branched out and 
went prospecting up into the mountains, 


along the Featuer, Yuba, and Stanislaus 


Rivers. Senator Jones is running a gold- 
quartz mine now at the same Angel's Camp, 
five miles from the Stanislaus, that Bret 
Harte writes of when ‘the chunk of old red 
sandstone’ hit some feilow ‘in the abdomen 
and the subsequent proceedings interested 
him no more.’ But the Jones boys were inter- 
ested in ‘mining all the time. They placer- 
mived all over California, and kept it up until 
the placers began to peter out and the folks 
ot inte quartz mining, which is such a risky 
Ganhions that the operator is liable to make a 
fortune or go broke as easy asa wink. The 
boys prospected from place to place until 
1807 when quartz minmg had superseaed 
lacers entirely, the owners of large mines 
in the Comstock ‘region (I believe his 
name was Heyward Alvinzi) asked John 
Percival to go up on the Comstock as super- 
intendent of the Crown Point and Kentuck. 
From that time he has been a Nevadian.“ 

Senator Jones knew Mackay and Fair, the 
mining half of the famous bonanza quartet, 
whose business operations in San’ Francisco 
were attended to by Flood and O’Brien. 
Mackay and Fair were persevering miners 
and prospectors, sometimes getting hold of a 
good thing after laboring hard to no purpose. 
% They bought,“ said the Senator in conver- 
sation aday or two ago, for a small sum 
several little mines on the Comstock which 
nobody thought of any particular value. 
When they struck their famous, the world 
tamous, bonanza there 1 had already struck 
a bonanza of my own in the Crown Point and 
soon became a rich man. My political career 
had already begun. I had been elected 
Sheriff of Trinity Oounty, and while serving 
my term was elected State Senator from 
Trinity and Shasta Counties. In those days 
nobody had a permanent business, unless the 
wandering pursuit of the — — be so 
calied, and after residing a few months or a 
year or so in one camp or town a miner 
would pull up stakes-and become a citizen of 
a far-distant camp and county. 

But I have always continued to mine and 
am mining at the present day—quartz-mining 
in California, and in Nevada on the Com- 
stock, and gold-mining 6n Douglas Istand in 
Alaska.“ 

Few men have been mullionaires as often 
as Mr. Jones. The mutations of his fortunes 
are astonishing. It is said of him that he 
has made at least a dozen tortunes. The 
facts are by common report that he could 
draw his check for $5,000,000 when he was 
first elected to the Senate in 1873 from Ne- 
vada, where his official residence—where he 
rarely resides—is Goid Hull. When Mr. Jones

DRUG CLERKS’ MISTAKES, 


A Physician Explains How Easily They 
May Be Made. x 

The mixing up of prescriptions) through 

which a number of serious résults have re- 


centiy ensued, has called renewed attention- 


and interest to the subject of drug clerks’ 
mistakes, says a writer in the New York 

‘orld. People in general do not stop to re- 
fléct how easily such mistakes may occur, nor 
how little short of marvelous it is that they 
do not happen more frequently. A prominent 
physician was recently talking upon this sub- 
ject and said he: 

It is the most natural thing in the world 
for errors to occur in handling drugs and 
medicines. There are many medicines and 
drugs which to all outward appearances are 
identical, though differing widely in char- 
acter. Unless the utmost care is taken to 
keep them properly labeled and separated 
fatal mistakes would constantly occur. In- 
deed, the great wonderis that they are so 
comparatively infrequent. 

Another source of danger is the similar- 
ity in names of different drugs. Take, for 
Instance, wine of opium and wine of ipecac. 
Wine of opium is a deadly poison, 
unless taken with the greatest care, 
while wine of ipecac is compara- 
tively innocuous. Suppose a physician is 
writing a prescription for wine of ipecac. 
Somebody interrupts him by asking a ques- 
tion or otherwise. He writes wine of opium 
instead. Disaster will follow. 

“Then the use of the gramme and grain is 
confusisg. There are fifteen grains in a 
gramme. Suppose a physician intends to 
write a grain of opium 5 a prescrip 
tion. He writes nurriedly and the 
symbol for grain looks like that for gramme, 


for they are much alike. The patient, as a 


result, takes fifteen times the intended 
amount. 1 

Then there are hydrocyanic acid and hy- 
drochioric acid. The former is a poison, one 
or two drops being a dose. The usual dose 
of tydrochioric acid is from fifteen to twen- 
ty drops. Bothof these acids are used daily. 

1e hydrocyanic might, in the haste of the 
moment, be readily written instead of the 
hydrochloric. | 

There are almost numberless other med- 
jones that might be as easily contounded. I 
choose these n they are in 
constant use. These are the simplest pitfalls 
that- may entrap the unwary. 

“As a precaution a 8 is ve 
often returned by — rug clerk for verifi- 
cation to the physician who wrote it, if it ap- 
pears unusual in any respect. 

“The other day a lady whom I know swal- 
lowed a lot of corrosive subiimate. She 
had not looked at the label on tue bottle. 
She was rescued with the greatest difficulty. 

“The greatest care should be used not to 
take anything from bottles not properly la- 
beled. edicines should never be taken in 
the dark. It would be a wise arbitrary law 
for Congress to pass that all bottles contain- 
ing poisons should be made of some distinct- 
ive shape, so as to be readily distinguishable 
in the dark. 

Bitter almonds and sweet almonds might 


readily be confounded, and the bitter almond 


is poisonous, while the sweet is harmless. 
Sweet almonds are commonly administered 
to infants. Should the bitter be given by 
mistake there would be a dead baby in less 
than no time. 
Drug clerks are enjoined from selling 
ison, except on physicians’ prescription 8. 


ut a person intent on suicide can easily get 


around that regulation. Several druggists 
are visited, and as much poison bought from 
each as they can be induced to sell; for of 
course they will sell small quantities of 
drugs, like laudanum, which can be taken 
with impunity in small doses. The combined 


amount is then swallowed and the desired 


end attained.

If the operators find on entering the vault 
that the steel chest is an improved one they 
then proceed to “strip” it. Sheet after 
sheet is taken off until the works are ex- 
posed. This is done by using a “crow,” 
which is sectional—that is, 1t may be extend- 
ed or contracted, as may be necessary. To 
an ordinary observer the “crow” looks like 
the bar which holds the “ manhole” plate of 
a steam boiler in place, and is worked on pre- 
cisely the same principle. 

Should it be necessary to “wedge” a safe 
open, a modified form of the old drag 1s 
used. It is a light but rigid and strong steel 
bar, sectional, so as to suit different sized 
safes and for ease in transportation, which 
clamps the outer side of the safe. Through 
the bar is run a screw-threaded bolt, with a 
ball joint at one end for areceiving wedge. 
On the other end is worked a railroad 
wrench, used by track hands for 8 
rails, and which can be procured from any 

section-house. ith wedging und 
biocking no door can resist this instrument. 
Sometimes a miniature railroad jack,“ 
such as engineers carry, is substituted. A 
heavy cleat is firmiy fastened in proper 
position and place on the floor. The 
wedge in the crack, the jack“ in 
place, the result is but a question of time. 

GETTING AWAY TH HARD#ST PART. 

This is sufficient demonstration of bow the 
money is procured, and I Will detail some of 
the methods of getting safely away, which 
is really the hardest part of the work. Sup- 
a the place of robbery is between Pitts- 

rg and Philadelphia. A confederate— 
either male or female, the latter preferred— 
secures a lower berth im a sleeping-car that 
will stop at the scene of the robbery or some 
point c by. The berth is always on 
the side of the car opposite the sta- 
tion. The car window is open on ar- 
rival at this point, and the “boodle” is 
passed through, thus leaving the thieves to 
escape unburdened. If caught no evidence 
is found upon them, as the choicest tools are 
sent with the “swag’’ and the rest thrown 
away, and partof the proceeds can be used 
to effect their discharge if they are arrested. 
Should the railroad scheme not be avaii- 
able, the plunder is secreted close by until 
it can be safely removed. Among the favor- 
ite piaces in which to do this are churches, 
schoolhouses, and graveyards. If a school- 
house or a church 1s chosen the floor of the 
platform is cut in the under side. Sufficient 
scre ws are counter-sunk to hold the boards in 
place and the boles are filled with putty of 
the same color as the surrounding surface. 
It was such a receptacle that held safely for 
months the millionsof dollars in bonds stolen 
from the Northampton Bank of Northamp- 
ton, Mass., in which the notorious Red 
Leary figured prominently. If a grave- 
yard be the planting-place, a family vault 
which has not been used for sometime is se- 
lected, keys fitted, a coffin opened, the 
‘swag’ putin, the lid replaced, and the 
door reclosed until time for removal of the 
under. Fearful that some may think this 
t statement exaggerated I will refer them 
to the case of old man Yost, the king of 
‘store workers in his day, who robbed a 
jewelry store in Springfield, III., a few years 
and hid the piunder in a cemetery vault, 
where it was found, with an accomplice’s as- 
sistance, a few months later. 

Mechanics havea maxim that “the best 
machine is the simplest.”

about fifteen years ago, when safe robbery 
was almost an every-night occurrence, in- 
structed banks and business-men to place 
tneir safes and vaults in plain view of the 
street and to have a light burning brightly 
infrontofthem.

Are you thinking of taking rooms ina 
large apartment house? If so, examine your- 
self. Have you courage, patience, meekness, 
and a forgiving spirit? Could you have sur- 
vived the medieval rack! Could you have 
died at the stake without abjuring your 


faith? Could you have suffered and been 


strong under persecution! Without the 
Qualities that would have enabled you to defy 
the tormentor and laugh at tne executioner 
you cannot succeed as tenant in a large 
apartment house. i 

When you look at the Cremorne, that great 
red orick building with its exterior network 
of iron stairs and ladders, you would not 
imagine that it was a bastile, a place of ter- 
rors, and that over each flat was inscribed 
the motto that Dante read above the gates of 
Hell. Down in the basement sits tne jani- 
tor, the chief jailer, idly jingling his keys. 
At his post sits the elevator boy, the assist- 
ant tormentor, who grins whenever new 
tenants arrive. 

Poor devils,” he says, as the door of their 
new lodging closes upon them.

ACTIVITY IN THE MUSICAL WORLD. 


A Number of Pleasing Concerts—Interest- 
ing Works Performed—Notes. 

“Erminie” at the Grand Opera-House has 
closed another week of its highly successful 
run. The season comes to an end Saturday. 
Thus far the engagement has been the most 
successful one played at that house for sev- 
eral years, and there is no prospect of the 
interest in the work showing any abatement. 

The Chicago Musical College gave another 
of its faculty concerts last Tuesday evening 
at Central Music-Hali. Mr. August Hylle- 
sted played two concertos, for piano and 
orchestra, by Grieg and Liszt. The Grieg 
concerto in A minor is the most valuable 
work of the kind produced in recent years. 
It was first performed in 1879 hy the com- 
poser at a concert in the Leipzig Gewand- 
haus, and its exquisiteiy poetic qualities 
caused itto become widely known. It is so 
thoroughly characteristic, so truly Scandi- 
navian in coloring, and so beautifu. in design 
that it might well be heard more 
frequently, especially as it has by no means 
become as familiar, not to say hackneyed, as 
some of the older concertos. The siow move- 
ment especially is of rare beauty, and both 
orchestra and soloist combined to give it an 
expressive interpretation. In the last move- 
ment the 80 sin arpeggios for the 

ano, j fore the close, could be seen 
but scarce! heard, the brasses get 
ting in their deadly work at that point 
with considerably more than ordinary vigor. 
Mr. Gottschalk, who was in unusually good 
voice, gave a pleasant rendition of ascena 
and aria from Kreutzer’s Nigut in Grena- 
da.

Dr. Francia Hueffer. 

Dr. Francis Hueffer, the well known music- 
alcritic of the London Tunes, is dead. He 
was 43 years old and was one of the ablest 
writers on musical subjects in England. Dr. 
Hueffer was an ardent admirer and supporter 
of Richard Wagner and the “Music of 
the Future,” as proven by his book 
of that name and numerous essays 
on the same subject. He was an 
earnest and dignified writer, possessed of 
sound judgment and a finisbed literary style. 
His criticisms were always impartial, imper- 
sonal, devoid of bitterness and unnecessary 
fauit-finding. Besides his book on the 
“Music or the Future” he wrote a number 
of opera librettos, one of which was the 
% Colomba,“ set to music by Dr. Mackenzie. He 
also wrote a scholarly work on the Trouveres 
and poetry of Provence, a book of studies of 
Italian poetry, areview of English music 
during the reign of Queen Victoria, which 
be later amplified for publication in book 
form, but which bas not yet been issued from 
the press; and he aiso edited a series of 
biographies of great composers, etc. Prob- 
ably tne latest work of the sart which came 
from his pen was the translation of the Wag 
ner-Liszt correspondence.

Prodaction of Mac- 
beth” Thought Worthy of Praise. 

New York, Jan. 25.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]—To say that Mrs. Langtry’s Lady 
Macbeth is a surprise is to express miidly 
one’s satisfaction at her progress in an art in 
which she made a false beginning. She is 
throwing off amateurish mannerisms and 
learning to be an artist, and the fact that 
she has accomplished so much shows an in- 
telligence and a capacity for persevering 
hard work which justify one in nopmg for 

et higher achievement. The fact that her 

y Macbeth took the central place 
in a smooth and well-rounded performance 
of the trageay and that it retains that prece- 
dence in the memory will scarcely be be- 
those who have known her only as 
„Macbeth demands 
rfect interpretation transcendent 
ability in the two artists who attempt its 
leading roles. The audience sbould be 
thrilled with awe and exaited to a sublime 
ecstasy of sympathy. But such an ideal 
presentation is rarely possible, aud if one 
must stop short of absolute genius itis difti- 
cult to imagine a more satisfactory perform- 
ance than that given by Mrs. Langtry’s com- 
pany—always excepting the scenes with une 
witches, which Irving alone, perhaps, can 
make properly impressive. 

Mrs. Langtry’s voice has gained so much in 
power and richness that it is aimost adequate 
tor the rendition of Shakspeare’s rhythmical 
verse. She has learned in large measure to 
conquer its harshness and to use a tone deep- 
er and purer than the unsympathetic and 
strident one which hampered her at the out- 
set of her professionai career. This implies 
a long course of patient labor, as does also 
her intelligent and appreciative reading of 
the exacting lines. As the scene shifts to 
Macbeth’s castie and discioses her perusing 
the letter at the footof the great stairway, 
with the light streaming over the paper and 
her figu e picture is beautiful, tne sim- 
plicity of her costume, the nun-like rigidity 
of the drapery about her brow and shoulders 
being admirably in the spirit of the charac- 
ter. The thoughtful reading of the ietter, 
which sets a spark to her ambition, the 
sudden flaming up of her will in the soliloquy 
which follows, aud the later invocation of all 
evil spirits that wait on nature’s mischief” 
—these were admirably done. The scenes 
with her husband carried strong suggestions 
of the essentiaily feminine nature of this 
imaginative creature, who could not unsex 
herself even in her crime. Not that in Mrs. 
Langtry’s hands she used 8 or coquet- 
dish arts to persuade bim, but her influence 
was that of serious and heroic womaniiness. 
Throughout the second act, even in the tragic 
colioguy between the guilty husband and 
wife after the murder is accomplished, the 
actress did effective work, worthy of all 
praise except that supreme crown of praise 
wich the heart lays at the feet of genius 
when it is mastered by the skill of sublime 
power. 

In the banquet scene she was less adequate. 
Here she did not sufficiently dominate and 
control the ghost-haunted King and the 
revelers, did not take possession of the 
stage and the audience and carry all before 
her imperial conquering will. She was a 
beautiful picture—more beautiful than ever 
before perhaps—as she sat enthroned in her 
gorgeous royal rubes, but when the time 
camefor her to prove her majesty it couid 
not quite endure the test. But the sleep- 
walking scene was a remarkable study of 
sompolent activity. The spirit of sleep was 
in the sightless eves, the wailing or guttural 
voice, the livid face with its white nun-iike 
frame, the unheeding walk, and the ago- 
nized rubping of the hands. This scene 
touched the bighest point which Mrs. Lang-

try’s art has ever attained, for it was poetic, 


carrying a suggestion of tne ideal. 

Mr. Coghian’s Macbeth is a careful and in- 
tellectual rendition of the more obvious 
phases of the tyrant’scharacter. It is never 
impassioned or forceful, it never gives one 
new insight into the baunted soul of tne 
guilty King; yet, if one makes no large de- 
mands, it is a pleasing and harmonious piece 
of work. * ye tne actor is sufficiently 
impressive. is handsome face, with its 
frame of black hair and beard and its ex- 
pressive eyes, his fine figure which bore so 
royally the kingly robes and armor, bis well- 
moduiated voice and graceful bearing these 
needed only the illumination of a great soul 
to be magnificently impressive. Mr. Coghlan 
was always cold, and as a rule too deliber- 
ate; one’s imagination outran him in every 
direcuon, feeling that his rendition was 
rather an expianation than an exposition of 
his conception of the character. And one 
feit inclined to quarrel with his conception. 
The deeper one’s study of Macbeth the closer 
is one’s sympathy with the idea of the char- 
acter which Henry Irving is now presenting 
in Lor don, in which the ae toward the 
end becomes more and more the olusteri 
embodiment of abject terror, railing at 
own fears, but powerless under their infiv- 
ence. To strike throughout a heroic pitch of 
courage is to miss the finer harmonies of this 
tragic symphony which records the utter 
ruin of a great nature. 

Mr. Joseph W heelock’s Macduff 1s too well 


’ known to need furtner praise. It is enough 


to say that it retains its strong tone of manii- 
negs and that the reception of the news of 
thé murder of his family is done with unaf- 
fected pathos. Av the climax of the second 
act also, wren he sounds the alarm after 
Duncan’s death and the horrified household 
gathers wildly together, his acting is brill- 
iantiy effective. A false note is struck at 
this point by the introduction of priests clad 
in mourning for the King and singing his 
requiem the moment after the discovery of 
his death. Their presence does not add to 
the pictorial effect, and it certainly detracts 
from the consistency of the scene. 
Mr. Calvert’s Malcolm 16 thorougkly 
satisfactory, also Mr. Everill’s Duncan and 
Miss Russell's gentiewoman. In fact, the 
cast is strong throughout, with the exception 
of the witches, who are nainfully inadequate, 
The scenery, except when it attempts the su- 
pernatural, is beautiful, new and striking 
effects being achieved by the introduction of 
stairways ascending to the sleeping apart- 
ments. The costumes are rich and pictur- 
esque, and the supernumeraries, though not 
a great host, are moderately well trained. 
On the whole, the performance is one from 
which the most censorious critic can derive 
much pleasure. 

Frau Lilli Lehmann was welcomed back 
to the Metropolitan by a brilliant audience 
last Monday night—brilliant in a double 
sense, for the boxholders refuse to have 
their part of the show, their diamonds 
and gorgeous gowns, obscured for the 
sake of effects; so they vetoed 
that darkening of the auditorium which 1s 
demanded in certain operas. Frau Lehmann 
is in splended voice atter her journey, and 
she sang the title role of Halevy's Jewess”’ 
with superb dramatic effect. It is a pleasure 
to admire once more her impressive person- 
ality, to yield again to the fascination of her 
rich full voice. Herr Perotti was the 
Eleazar, giving a vigorous musical interpre- 
tation to the role, but acting with his usual 
lack of grace. Alvary, Fischer, and Friu- 
lein Féhstrém did admirable work, and the 
opera was well mounted. It is a pleasure to 
know that Frau Lehmann will remain for 
the rest of the season.

DISCUSSING HENRY IRVING'S MACBETH. 


Critical London Divided in Regard te His 
Acting—Miss Terry’s Lady Macbeth. 

Boston Herald: Henry Irving’s Macbeth 
differs in some minor details, and has been 
somewhat improved, as migbt have been ex- 
pected after a lapse of thirteen years, during 
which tne actor has grown rapidly; but, in 
all the essential particulars which marked it 
as different from the ordinary and accepted 
Macbeth, it is 
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up is impressive. The crific of 
the 7 tinds him a Macbeth witha 
restless 1 Macbeth with a spare, nervous 
frame, a beth with the face ofa hungry 
gray wolf, who can fight to the death 
with all the power of man and all fates 
of heaven against him. A hero who 
can win battles and can still be absorbed in 
the study of the supernatural; a man who, 
though bold in the field, can exercise his 
Drain in his lonely Scottish castle—a gloomy 
creature who can think and fight.” s face 
ig beardiess, a reddish mustache only project- 
ing beyond the corners of his lips. He 
wears a winged heimet of copper on his head 
as he makes his first entrance, and carries 
his sheathed sword in his hand. His first 
appearance on the sterile and desolate heath, 
clau in the homespun tunic and shirt of mail, 
the striped rug ana the winged helmet, and 
armed with the huge sword and richly: 
bossed buckler of ttiose barbaric times, was 
picturesquely noble and command ing, says 
the critic of the London News, and the tones 
in which he addressed the witches— 

Live you, or are you aught 
That man may question? ; 

were the tones of one not only accustomed to 


command, but daring enough to look on 


chat which might appall even a more super- 
stitious nature. It needed only the proud 
bumility and courteous submission which 
Mr, Irving brings to the scene in which the 
victorious General lays his auty at the feet of 
Duncan to complete a portrait which may be 
said to have, so far, restored the true 

beth to the stage of the Lyceum. 

For Mr. Irving’s acting in the first act and 
in a few subsequent scenes the critics have 
only words of praise, and they are almost 
unanimous in their expressions of approval, 
but his work in the later scenes has caused 
an animated discussion, which will probably 
only end in Engiand tobe begun anew in 
America, when Mr. Irving presents his pro- 
duction in the United States. Briefly stated, 
the principal objection made to Mr. Irvine’s 
acting ip the later scenes of the play is that 


he permits the superstitious terrors which 


haunt Macbeth to completely unman him and 
rob him of his warlike qualities and kingly 
dignity. Mr. Irving’s defense of his position 
is abie, but there is not space here in which 
to 7 outline at this time. 
iss Terry’s Lady Macbeth has set the 
critics by the ears, Never has a piece of act- 
ing excitea so much comment, favorabie and 
unfavorable. ‘Miss Eilen Terry’s red wig 
and long plaits descendigg almost to the 
ground, in place of the customary dark locks 
and sobriety of personal adornment, maj be 
said to be the outward and visible tokens of 
the inward change that has veen wrought in 
the accepted reading of Lady Macbeth,“ 
says one critic, who adds: “Somehow the 
spectators Saturday evening were puzzled 
to reconcile the soft smiles with the terrible 
utterances; nor did Miss Terry herseif ap- 
pear to have quite made up her mind whether 
she was a blithe and companionable creature 
or a monster of depravity.” The Telegraph 
says: Her departure from conventional 
rule is to be appiauded, her desireto make 
the heroine a woman is mn every way laud- 
able; but as yet the effect is of a woman try- 
ing to assume a chgracter against which na- 
ture protests. In reality, she has no venom 
in her; she could not hurt a fly; she pretends 
that she is angry at Macbeth’s irresolution, 
and feigns sarcasm at his hesitation, but in 
reality it is the merest subterfuge. The gen- 
tle creature peeps out at every turn. She is 
laying at being a bad woman;she cannot 
one. The Ellen Terry personality is un- 
conquerable. and asserts itself at every turn. 
She is herseif when she is nestling in Mac- 
beth’s arms; she is trying tobe somebody 
else when she describes with the manner of 
a dove the murder that could only be con- 
ceived by a demon.” Nevertheless, the 
critics are almost extravagant in their praise 
of ber beautiful poses and impressive appear- 
ance, and speaking of the murder scene the 
Telegraph says: Who that saw it can forget 
that picture of the horror-stricken Macbeth 
creeping round the worn stone Norman pil- 
lar up the narrow turret staircase to murder 
the sleeping Duncan; or the contrasted as- 
= of vy Macbeth, white as a lily, with 
er heavy masses of blood-red hair; standing 
in an agony ot e tation, her back to the 
same cold stone pillar waiting for her hus- 
band’s return and the whispered news of ac- 
complishment! It was then, and then only, 
that Miss Elien Terry contrived to geta 
gleam of fiendishness into her e. She 
might have been a Cassandra of ssetti, or 
a Clytemnestra of Burne-Jones, or a Medea 
of Sandys. It was a fine picture—this red- 
haired, heart-tortured woman, standing ia 
that lonely hall whiie the murder shrieks are 
heard overhead.”’ 

Wnatever differences of opinion exist as to 
the correctness and justness of the concep- 
tions of Macbeth and Lady Macbeth, there 
is but one judgment expressed on the manner 
in which the play has n presented. The 
enemies, even, of Mr. Irving join with his 
admirers in praising the taste, beauty, his- 
torical accuracy, and completeness of the 
production. 


MRS. HARRISON’S SIDE OF THE HOUSE. 


Hew the Feminine Half of the Adminaistra- 
tion Will Be Ran, 

Indianapolis Letter in the New York Sun: 
Mrs. Harrison has from the start determined 
that she would keep her part of the Adminis- 
tration entirely clear from politics. Her in- 
variable reply to the hundreds who have 
written soliciting her influence for some ap- 
pointment has been that she has had nothing 
to do with politics or offices.

personal feelings about it have nothing to do 
with the matter. And as to busties, why, if 
some ladies want to wear them they can do 
it. I'm sure, and if others don’t want ue m, 
why, they needn’t; it’s none of my business 
either way.“

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SATURDAY NIGHT THE VERESTCHAGIN 
‘EXHIBITION WILL BE OPENED. 


The Great Russian’s Works Are Now Be- 
ing Arranged in the Galleries of the 
Art Institute — Characteristics of the 
Artist as Shown by His Brush—Not I- 
legitimately Sensational — The Sorrow 

_ @f Russian Life Found in His Canvas. 

The most notabie event in the art interest 


or the city is the opening of thé Verestchagin 


Exhibition in the Art Institute next Saturday 
evening. The press view is Friday evening. 
The works, as stated in Tun Trisone last 
Wednesday morning, are already in the in- 
stitute, and considerable progress hus been 
made in putting them in place. The Ehrich 
coliection has been remoyed to the second 
tioor and will remain there for another 
month. Visitors who go to see the Russian 
collection should not fail to visit the Dutch 
pictures also, There are on the second floor 
a few good Italian pictures also belonging to 
Mr. Ehrich. “The Beata Beatrix” is in the 
same gallery, and, as it is likely to be loaned 
outside the city, visitors who have not seen 
it—and, for that matter, those who have— 
should avail themselves of what will proba- 
bly be the last opportunity for some time to 
see the beautiful work of Dante Rossetti. 
The placing of the Russian exhibition has 
practically transformed the aspect of the Art 
Institute. It has been Orientalized. The 
colossal individuality of Vassili Vassilowitch 
Verestchagin has taken possession of it. Elec- 
tric lights have been introduced into each 
room where any of the Russian’s works are. 
The exhibition has emphasized the wisdom 
of the trustees in their determination to en- 


large the gallery space and improve its 
lighting. Tothis end they have made a prop- 
osition to Mr. Studebaker to improve the 
rear of the lot upon which his building 
stands. He will erect a structure 
whose highest floor will conform 
to the design of the trustees 45 
to hght and arrangement of walls, and they 
will rent this portion of it and make it uni- 
form with the gallery lines now in use. At 
the same time the present Art Institute 
building ‘vill be enlarged to the south and 
west, and the entire fourth floor will be 
thrown into galieries hghted from above. 
The plans will double the space now avail- 
able for exhibition uses. In addition to the 
acquisition of room the gain in proper lighting 
will be permanent and important. 

The increase in the annual memberships 
has been marked during the week. It is not 
known as generally. as it ought to be that for 
an annual fee of only $10 au the exhibitions 
in the institute are open to the subscriber 
and his family without any restriction 
whatever; and they are also entitled 
to bring with them friends from out- 
side tne city. The membership ticket 
includes also all the lectures given in the 
institute under its auspices and the use of 
the horary. It is manifest that for so small 
a sum the “freedom” of the institute is 
given generously. The various exhibitions 
which have been held in it since its opening 
have been valuable educationally and have 
afforded a stimulus to art culture in the cit 
which notning else had previously supp 
It would be well for persons holding the an- 
nual memberships to take pains to make 
known to others not e. on the books the 
ad van accru rom the investment of 
so trivial a sum. trustees heve hitherto 
sent cards of admission for opening nights 
to many citizens not members. Owing to the 
increase in the membership they will be 
obliged to omit this feature of their inaug- 
urations of new exhibitions hereafter. 

There is abroad a suspicion among those 
who have not seen the Verestchagin collec- 
tion that he 18, like Munkacsy, something of a 
showman Tuis does him great wrong. 
It is, indeed, at least partially unjust to 
Munkacsy. The latter is an artist of original 
force and great technical dexterity. He had 
painted notable pictures for mary years before 
tne taint of showmanship attached to his 
brush. He was not the author of the idea which 
has*marred his reputation. There is an art 
showman in Paris. His name is Sedelmeyer. 
Art to him is merely commercial. It was he, 
according to current report, who insti- 
gated the Hungarian to paint his show 
canvases. Munkacsy might have resisted 
the temptation so far as money goes. He 
was already wealthy and married to a 
wealthy widow. But the idea of having his 
work carried all over the world, drawing 
tens of thousands to worship before it, was a 
lure he could not resist. He chose sensa- 
tional subjects ope he painted them ina sen- 
sational way. s employed specious ingre- 
dients and condescended to tricks for tran- 
sitory effects. His compositions make a 
great stir in his own generation, and they 
will make iittle in any other. Already the 
Milton in New York is growing biack. Mun- 
kacsy’s color is not laid on to stay. He is a 
showman in his handling of his subjects as 
weil as in the subjects themselves. 

LEGITIMATE METHODS. 

Not so Verestcnagin. Many of his themes 
are startling. But he has taken them up as a 
bumanitariap and he has painted them like a 
true and) reverent artist. He is a genius— 
eccentric, self-reliant, daring. But the legit- 
imacy of his methods is beyond criticism. 
He has selected poem incidents in civili- 
gation, such as executions, and frightful 
catastrophes such as only war supplies. 
These he elaborates on canvas with remark- 
able power, and by thus holding the mirror 
up to truth he seeks to promote humaner 
ideas among men. This sort of sensationism 
is certainly neitner vuigar nor Illegitimate. 
The veritable artistic quality of ali his work 
is apparent to even the most superficial. But 
in some of his works he far surpasses the 
standard which is obvious in his largest ana 
most thrilling compositions. Heis seen at 
his best in architecturai interiors and in 
landscapes. As @ portrait painter and the 
selecter of ethn and social types he is 
also impressive and versatile. 

Verestchagin's landscapes are full of a 
poetic feeling that inspires intense sympa- 
thy. His manner is wholly his own. He re- 
peats nobody, recalis no other artist, sug- 
gests no school. . French by training, his use 
of color is restrained, and his interpretation 
of Nature is of her sentiment-and spiritual- 
ity, not of her forms or tempers. A Corot 
always gives to us nsive, not 
profound, not even coy, ut gentle, 
genial, sentimental, serene, or at the 
worst only „ & Kousseau 
carries us to her organic structure;
